Investors, however, should be careful how they place 
money in deep and expensive mines, which can only pay profits with tin at high 
prices. They should rather seek an investment in those mines which, with ex- 
tensive reserves, can pay profits with tin at itslowest price. Among the best of 
this latter class I place Royalton, and recommend the purchase of the shares 
wherever they may be met with, At their present price they are intrinsically 
very cheap indeed.

MINERAL WEALTH OF NORTH WALES—No. II. 


Whilst visiting some of the principal collieries named, we were not 
unmindful of the lead mines in their vicinity, and which are now 
engrossing a very large amount of attention on the part of capitalists, 
seeing that during the last few years several of them have realised 
immense profits for the promoters. The largest of the mines at pre- 
sent at work is the Minera, in Denbighshire, which in 1866 raised 
4461 tons of lead ore, and 5593 tons in 1867. Last year the profits 
realised 27,0007, The Lisburne Mines, including the Frongoch and 
Frongoch West, in 1867 raised 6726 tons of ore, and last year, it is 
said, paid cent. per cent. on the capital. Before going into further 
detail, we give the entire quantity raised in all parts of Wales, as 
follows :— Lead ore, Lead. Silver.

_ Although no returns have been made of the quantity raised last 
year, the increase, we believe, will be considerably larger than it was 
for 1867. In various parts of Flintshire mining operations are being 
ushed forward with considerable activity, and several new mines are 
eing opened out, The water, however, in several instances has been 
the means of stopping the work, Rhosesmor, situate on an exten- 
sive plateau, a short distance from Mold, was the first of the mines 
which we visited, and found standing. It is a rather extensive con- 
cern, A Cornish engine, with 85-in, cylinder, has recently been put 
down, with two 24-in. lift pumps, so that full work, it is expected, 
will shortly be resumed. The machinery and works are very com- 
plete, and will be sufficient to do a much larger business than hitherto. 
The pumps are slung with wire-ropes and blocks, and can evidently 
be worked to the greatest advantage, the purchase being so great that, 
in all probability, a couple of horses would be able to lift a weight 
of from 30 to 40 tons. In the same locality we found the Hendre 
Mine standing, the company being under liquidation, Passing by 
the Glan Alun Mine, which we were informed was i» full work, and 
doing well, we passed by several small ones, which did not appear to 
be doing a large business, several of them being taken by individual 
miners, without capital. At Cat Hole, near Mold, a pumping-engine, 
with 85-in, diameter cylinder, made by the Perran Foundry Com- 
pany, Cornwall, has been put down, and new shafts are being sunk, 
the promoters being sanguine that the mine will turn out highly pro- 
fitable, and of which there is the strongest probability, The Bryn 
Gwiog Company are now said to be doing very well, and raising up- 
wards of 30 tons per month, which is likely to be largely increased. 
On the high road from Mold, leaving the Moel-fawr Hills to the left, 
we passed by the Calso Mine, which appeared to have been an exten- 
sive one, but now stopped, as was stated by a person residing near, 
from want of capital. The party also stated that there was a good 
vein of lead, which could be obtained by sinking; and as the ma- 
chinery is on the ground, the works are not likely to remain long idle. 
The Maes-y-Safn Mine, the second largest in Denbighshire, is in full 
work, its production in 1867 having been 1330 tons of ore, but is un- 
derstood to have been considerably more last year. A recently- 
opened mine, the True Blue, we were informed is doing very well, 
there being a clear vein, 6 in. thick, just struck, and worth 60/. per 
fathom. In the Holywell district mining operations are being pushed 
forward, and there is a very large quantity of lead being raised, 
amongst others the Holywell level is doing a profitable business. The 
largest mining company in Flintshire is the Talargoch, and it still 
maintains its position, whilst the ore raised in the Maes-yr-Erwddu 
and Coetia Liwys is the most valuable in the district. The quantity 
offered for sale at Holywell will be found regularly recorded in the 
Ticketing Papers as published in the Mining Journal, They are about 
the best means by which the actual value of a mine can be tested, 
and the work doing at present will be indicated by the February 
Ticketings at Holywell, as follows :— Tons. Price per ton,

The average yield of silver in the Flintshire mines is fully 9 ozs, to 
the ton of lead, Cardiganshire about 11 0zs., whilst Denbighshire gives 
little more than 5 ozs, 

In the neighbourhood of Mold several new mines are being opened 
out, some of which were sunk and abandoned many years since. 
Messrs. Taylor are putting down some machinery for the working of 
a mine which gives every promise of being highly successful. A new 
company, of which we believe Mr, Hunter, of the Glebe, Blackheath, 
London, is the Chairman, will shortly be working a mine, from which 
the best results are anticipated. The newly-formed company—the 
South Merllyn—is spoken of very highly in the district, and great re- 
sults are anticipated, from the known richness of the mines in the 
same locality as that to be opened by the company. In the adjoin- 
ing mine, at the deep adit level, three veins were laid open, varying 
from 17 to 24 in. in thickness. Indeed, it is surrounded on all sides 
by some of the best paying mines in Flintshire. 

Near to Bagilt is one of the largest smelting establishments in the 
kingdom, and which is well worth visiting. It belongs to the well- 
known firm of Walker and Parkinson, who have also works in the 
neighbourhood of Chester, and are manufacturers of sheet, pipe, and 
other lead. There are from 28 to 30 furnaces kept going, and a very 
large number of workmen are employed, so that the works are of 
great advantage to the locality, 

So far, we believe, no attempt has been made to obtain lead in the 
Isle of Anglesea, although the two or three mines there produce no 
inconsiderable quantity of copper, that raised during the year 1867 
being of the value of 97007, At one of them, however, the ore obtained 
is of a mixed character, and includes both lead and silver, and this 
has led persons interested in and acquainted with the nature of ores 
to believe that some valuable lodes exist in the island. Recent in- 
vestigations have confirmed that belief, and very shortly a mine will 
be opened with very favourable prospects indeed. Mr, Roberts, of 
Flint, very recently visited various parts of Anglesea on a prospecting 
excursion, and found strong indications of veins of lead of a valuable 
character commencing not far from the surface. He obtained some 
specimens, which he presented to us, and which certainly were of a 
rather rich character, The spar is similar in appearance to that of 
the Great Laxey Mine. The lead so found is on land belonging to 
the See of Bangor, and Mr. Roberts has obtained a “tack note” for 
a certain portion from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, at a place 
called Llanddona, The “tack” rent is fixed at 207. yearly, redeem- 
able by a royalty of 1-12th. The place has been inspected by Mr. 
Williams, Lord Mostyn’s agent, who has reported favourably with 
regard to it. It will be worked by a company, in shares, we believe, 
of something like 1007. Those acquainted with the locality, as well 
as those who have visited it, are sanguine that the results will well 
repay the adventurers, 

Since noticing the coal mines of North Wales some changes have 
taken place, which may be here noticed. On Friday night last the 
new shaft at the Aston Hall Colliery, Ewloe, near Hawarden, has 
been completed, the coal having been reached at a depth of 159 yards. 
The seam is about 3 ft. 3 in, thick, so that there are now two shafts 
to the same bed. The roof is a very good one, a matter of no small 
importance in the working of coal mines. There are now five pits, 
and it is expected that the company will sink about 26 yards below 
the seam alluded to, where there is a thicker bed. There is now 
every appearance that the company will be in every way successful, 
and, whilst raising a very large tonnage of coal, will also realise con- 
siderable profits by the valuable seam of ironstone which is being 
raised. The South Buckley Coal Company are driving out the levels, 
and it is said are about tosink more shafts. The Prestatyn Colliery 
Company have given notice of a reduction of capital. The actual 
capital of the company is now to be 35,000/., being 5000 shares of 
7l. each, In several parts of the Principality increased facilities for 
the transit of mineral-is talked of. The new railway at Holywell, 
which goes through an important district, considering the limited 
extent of it, is being rapidly pushed forward. It is expected that 

he line will be carried forward to Mold, and which would be of the 























greatest advantage to the locality. The cost of continuing it would 
be comparatively small, seeing that the gradients are very easy. In- 
creased railway accommodation will, no doubt, be followed by the 
opening out of new works, seeing that there are vast fields of minerals 
as yet untouched, and which only require an outlet to be broken into. 
The value of the minerals of North Wales it is evident is now being 
appreciated by capitalists, and as there are vast fields to be developed, 
which will amply repay those who may venture, we may look for- 
ward to a very large increase in the number of mines during the next 
few years, and a very considerable addition to the mining population. 
Although in some few instances the “tacks” worked by miners on 
their own account have been tolerably successful, yet, as a whole, 
want of capital has generally limited operations, and impoverished 
the workers, There is, therefore, very little doubt but what there is 
a grand future in store for North Wales, so far as regards the de- 
velopment of its great mineral wealth, and which will, doubtless, be 
the source of immense revenues to those who are connected with it 
for a long series of years to come.

COMPETITION IN THE WELSH COAL TRADE, 


S1r,—The complaint of your correspondent, “ Equality,” in last 
week’s Journal, is an old story: that it contains the truth I do not 
deny, but I suspect not the whole truth. Colliers are quite ‘cute 
enough to their own interests, and very properly so, not to work 
cheaper to an ironmaster than to acoalmaster for nothing. It is not 
sufficient to give the daily earnings—you must take the yearly earn- 
ings; and I will warrant there is not so much difference after all. I 
am a Scotch coalmaster, and work coal in the heart of the ironworks, 
and we have the same cry; but it is mostly due to the fact that the 
colliers at ironworks get constant work, while those at sale pits do 
not, so that, although there is a difference in the daily wages, if we 
take the annual earnings there is not so much difference. I give you 
the fortnightly earnings of a sale-work collier for the year ending 
Dec, 31 last, and you will see there is a great deal of idle time, I 
bring in coal, and if there are no wagons in to fill I stop the pit, I 
suspect, too, there is a little in this:—The coalmaster takes advan- 
tage of the man in dull times by giving him less work, and often less 
pay, and he very naturally takes advantage of a demand for coal 
to get more wages. The remedy is to do as the ironmaster does— 
give constant work to the men; stock the coals, and you will always 
have a supply for any emergency. If your correspondent would give 
the earnings of one of his men, and a Welsh ironmaster the same, 
it would be interesting, and if your readers in the various colliery 
localities would do the same it would give such a flood of informa- 
tion on this subject as has never been given before.

S1r,—I think *‘ Equality” cannot intend the name he has assumed 
to be accepted as synonymous with “Impartiality,” for he would have 
it supposed either that the ironmasters act most unjustly towards 
their colliers, or that the coalmasters are so extremely philanthropic 
that they pay 40 or 50 per cent. more for labour than it is worth. 
Now, neither of these suppositions are true—the fact being that the 
prices quoted, taken in conjunction with the varying circumstances 
under which the two classes of workmen are employed, are really not 
widely different from each other. If “ Equality” really wishes an 
opinion to be formed as to the relative wages of the men, he should 
take some ether standard. From the minute details into which 
“Kquality’’ enters, it is evident that he is intimately acquainted with 
the trade, which renders it the less excusable that he should state the 
case in so unfair a manner. 

The colliers employed by the ironmasters and by the coalmasters 
are not different classes of men, nor are they so widely separated from 
each other as to be unaware of the rates paid in the several pits; and 
if I know anything about colliers, I think I can safely say that one 
is most unlikely to work at 1s. per day below another, unless there 
is good reason, from the varying circumstances, for doing so. Per- 
haps you will permit me to ask “ Equality” whether the coal sent 
out of the pit for the furnace is as carefully selected as that intended 
for shipment—whether it is as free from small as the other, and whe- 
ther he really means that in a coalmaster’s colliery a man receives 
5s. 6d. for doing 3s, 10d. worth of work, or that in an ironmaster’s 
colliery a man has to do 5s, 6d. worth of work for 3s, 10d. I do not 
think he will venture to assert this, although he has so directly in- 
ferred it. 

That it would be much to the advantage of the coal trade if wages 
could be reduced 6d. a day I admit, but the best way to bring about 
the reduction is to demonstrate that it is really necessary to meet 
the exigencies of the trade, and not by endeavouring to create erro- 
neous impressions with regard to the actual state of the case. If 
any such discrepancy as “ Equality” referred to really existed, we 
should find one class of colliers in better position than another class, 
Yet this is not the fact—they are all in much the same position, and 
all appear to have much about the same amount of money to spend, 
proving, I think, that the aggregate amount they receive does not 
differ widely from each other, although the nominal daily pay is very 
different.— Cardiff, Feb, 24. COALMASTER, 


COMPETITION IN THE WELSH COAL TRADE. 


S1r,—Yourcorrespondent, “ Equality,” in last week’s Journal, raises 
an important question, as to whether it is not a false notion of phi- 
lanthropy to delay tbe reduction of wages when the position of the 
trade renders that course necessary? For my own part, I have ever 
entertained the opinion that it is more to the interest of the working 
man to do 60 hours’ work per week at (say) 9d. per hour than 30 at 
ls., because in the one case he receives 2/, 5s. per week, and in the 
other only 127. 10s. Of course, I know very well that in the former 
case he has to perform twice the amount of labour for only 1} time 
the amount of money; but, on the other hand, he has, when paid the 
ls. per hour, only about 4s. 3d. per day to provide him with the ne- 
cessaries of life, instead of receiving, when paid 9d. per hour, 6s. 6d. 
perday. Theextra amount of labour performed is comparatively un- 
important ; in fact, it is positively to the man’s advantage that his 
time should be occupied, as he cannot possibly exist without expend- 
ing money, so that the less he has the more he wants to spend, and 
the more he diminishes the supply for his domestic comforts. 

In expressing this view, it must not be for a moment supposed that 
I am in favour of the indiscriminate reduction of wages ; indeed, no 
maxim is more true than that the “labourer is worthy of his hire,” 
but it is most unfair that two men doing exactly similar work should 
be paid the one 3s. 10d. and the other 5s, 6d., and it is in such cases 
as these that I believe a well conducted Union would be of immense 
and permanent advantage to both mastersand workmen. All intel- 
ligent workmen are quite aware that such discrepancies as these lead 
to most dangerous competition—that is, competition which perma. 
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nently lowers the price of the product, and all should, therefore, exert 
themselves to bring about a close union between thecolliers employed 
by the coalmasters and by the ironmasters. I fear the coal trade rates 
are too high to be maintained with the trade in the present position, 
but I think by union we might get (say) 3s, a day for fluemen, and 
3s. 6d. a day for masons, other workmen being paid in proportion; 
even if we secured 2s, 6d. and 3s, respectively it would be better than 
descending to the ironmasters’ rates, which seems to me to be the only 
alternative. The evil of various prices for labour in the same dis- 
trict must be obvious; it enables those who are paying the lower rates 
to sell at a price which permanently depreciates the value of the coal 
produced in the district, yet prevents those who are paying the higher 
rates from continuing to raise coal, except at an absolute loss. 

So much for the proprietors of the collieries. As to the working 
colliers, the various prices are placing them in quite as bad a posi- 
tion as it is placing the masters. In three days per week (for which, 
be it remembered, they receive only 16s, 6d. overmen, and 10s, or 11s. 
fluemen, masons, and hitchers) quite as much coal can be raised as 
the coalmasters can dispose of, but the ironmasters’ men are kept 
fully employed, and are receiving about 23s. overmen, and from 13s, 
to 16s, fluemen, masons, and hitchers. Which is the better paid of 
the two classes? I certainly think the men employed by the coal- 
masters. That the prices paid are excessively low I readily admit, 
but this is at once accounted for by the effects of free trade, which 
has resulted in enabling foreign nations not only to supply their own 
wants, but also to compete with us in markets which we had pre- 
viously been accustomed tocommand. Wehave furnished foreigners 
with our best machine tools, and they are using these very tools to 
manufacture machinery which is sold in competition with ourselves,

PROPOSED INSURANCE FOR COLLIERY ACCIDENTS, 


The following relates to the practicability and safety of applying 
the insurance system alike as regards life and property to the case 
of colliery accidents, for the effective carrying out of which arrange- 
ments are stated to be in active progress :— 

Srr,—Owners and occupiers of collieries have long felt the want of an institu- 
tion, formed on sound and equitable terms, which would give increased security 
to capital invested in the extraction of coal, and which should include provision 
for the sufferers from accidents in the collieries, 

Associations for securing individuals from losses produced by accidents beyond 
their own control now form an essential part of our social system. Yet there 
is one description of property having a value which has been carefully estimated 
at from 100,000,0002. to 150,000,0002. sterling, and which adds annually to our 
national wealth nearly 30,000,0001., and gives employment to more than 300,000 
coal miners, which has not hitherto been secured from loss either of property or 
life by any system of insurance, 

Colliery accidents were often of so startling a character, and so irregular in 
occurrence, that every one supposed a coal mine to be entirely removed from the 
operation of such protection as in other cases the system of insurance afforded. 
Data have, however, been collected during the last 15 years. on which the most 
perfect rellance may be placed, which demonstrate the interesting fact that 
colliery insurance admits of being practised with as much certainty and with 
greater profit than attends the assurance of an ordinary life, or of a ship at sea. 

An examination of the conditions which lead to the injury of property in coal 
mines, and the loss of lifeamong colliers, has been completed. Returns, collected 
with great care by gentlemen especially qualified for the task, have furnished 
data upon which an estimate of the average cost of accidents to colliery property 
has been obtained. Tables, constructed from these sources, show that a re- 
currence of accident prevails uniform in its action when spread over a long 

eriod—the law of ‘‘ averages’’ prevailing in this as in every other division of 
uman casualty—and, therefore, capable of being provided against by insurance. 

Supposing a colliery proprietors to insure his colliery, he would be able to 
secure to himself payment for damage to his property arising from explosion, 
inundation, fire, or other casualty, and to make provision for the widows and 
cbildren of men perishing by accident in the colliery. 

The subject is one of great public importance, not only to this country, but to 
all in which coal mining operations are conducted. 

In its operations colliery insurance, when established, would secure the 
wealthy owner against inconvenience, and the small proprietor against ruin. 
It would make coal property a security for loans, and enable a struggling pro- 
prietor to borrow money for the extension or improvement of his works. 

An insurance on the lifeof the miner would also tend to fix him iu his locality, 
and thus enable means to be taken for the instruction of his children. At pre- 
sent the coal mining population is essentially a vagrant one, moving from pit 
to pit, and from one coal district to another. Under the influence of a system 
which provides him with future guardianship, he will in most cases continue to 
dwell in the scene of his home and labour, and in that permanency of dwelling 
place to allow means to be taken for the social regeneration both of himself 
and his family. 

In providing for “‘the widow and the fatherless,’’ colliery insurance would 
put an end to those appeals to public charity which, however nobly answered, 
do little more than ameliorate present want. 

I venture, therefore, to believe that you would be doing much public service, 
and gratifying much private curiosity, in allowing me to place before your 
readers the considerations which show the necessity and demonstrate the practi- 
cability of a system under which collieries and colliers may be secured, as far 
as money is concerned, against the losses and sorrows of accident,

COST OF ACCIDENTS TO PROPERTY. 
In one of the most dangerous districts of the kingdom there occurred in 16 years 
accidents by explosion costing 56,9141.; these ranged from 2001, to 25,0001. each, 
This, supposing all collieries to be equally flery, would give 910,624. as the 
loss sustained in 16 years. This would give 28,4571. a-year, which is greatly in 
excess of what would be the actual loss sustained. It is quite safe, therefore, 
to make the following estimate :—

interest on capital and allincidental charges. Even in extreme cases, which are 
not likely to occur in the course of any one year, a large amount would, there- 
fore, be left as profit on the transactions. 

COLLIERS’ LIFE INSURANCE. 

There are killed annually 1000 colliers, According to the Inspectors’ returns 
there are in the United Kingdom 367,540 colliery miners. 

At 2d. per week, or 8s. 8d. per annum, supposing all those individuals were 
made to contribute that sum, or that the coalowners insured the lives at the 
rate of 431.

If his modesty would allow him, he has far more right to dub him- 
self M.E. than very many in Glasgow who do so. But what, after 
all, is Mining Engineering but Civil Engineering? The problem to 
solve being how best to excavate the material, and to convey it to 
the shaft and the surface at the cheapest rate, for what is best is 
cheapest. No man in the world understands the theory of heat bet- 
ter than him, nor the friction of air in air-courses. He is suffi- 
ciently versed in the theory of gases. : 

Tf the owners and principal agents would attend his lectures, or 
send their sons to Prof. Rankine’s lectures, they would learn all the 
philosophy of mining then ; the rest, and how to manage men, can 
only be learned in the counting-house andin the pit. Ihave no hope 
of these lectures doing good to overmen, or those of a lower grade, 
but only to better educated parties. We do not expect “ navvies” or 
“ gangers” who make railways to go to classes on civil engineering. 
I do not wish to discourage any attempt to popularise mining know- 
ledge, but only to point out that at hand the knowledge is now to be 
attained ; and that it is not only the overmen and those below them 
that want to be learned; it is also the owners and managers, and

THE CHONTALES MINES, AND THEIR MANANGEMENT. 


Srr,—In last week’s Mining Journal I observe a letter signed W. B. Paul. I 
should not take notice of it, but that in attempting to defend his management 
at the Chontales Mines, Capt. Paul has thought proper to accuse the late Capt. 
Hill and myself of being the chief cause of his failure, and with having spent 
the company’s capital. Capt. Paul lays great stress on our taking some of the 
labourers to build houses. If any error was committed here it was caused by Capt. 
Paul, in neglecting to provide better accommodation than was found on our ar- 
rival at the mines in September, 1866 ; and in a letter to the board, under date 
Nov. 9, 1866, he admits—* House accommodation here, particularly for officers, 
is not very good or comfortable.” Longafter the arrival of Capt. Hill and my- 
self at the mines we had to sleep in hammocks, or on the table, and held our 
examination of the officers in the same room we sleptin, Every house was full. 
I, therefore, approved of Capt. Hill’s Suggestion to build a house for himself to 
reside in ascommissioner. After Capt. Hill’s departure from the mines, through 
illness, I took up my residence there alone, believing then, as I do now, that in 
order to win the respect of a large establishment, and have instructions 
carried out, the head should live — from the other officers. The accommo- 

_ dation of the Englishmen was also bad. The sleeping apartment, on my arrival 
_ at the mines, occupied by about 30 or 40 men, had no window, or other means of 
admitting light, and yet Capt. Paul asserted to me that it was good enough for 
i them.

The only allusion to resigning that 
r his having made was after a reprimand by Capt. Hill or myself, he 
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said he had better resign, and the reply made by me was—“ You may do what 
you like; the Jirectors do not care twopence about your resigning.”” I heard 
nothing more about it. 
It is perfectly true that I gave orders to the company’s storekeeper and others 
to issue no stores or deliver cattle, except by an order countersigned by myself. 
This I deemed necessary in so large an establishment, particularly as Capt. Paul 
was, in my opinion, unreliable and extravagant. Capt. Paul says that during 
one year and seven months there were no fewer than six changes in the commis- 
sioner under whom he had to serve; still not one word of incompetency was 
uttered by either until the arrival of Mr. Belt. This is mere quibbling. The com- 
pany never sent out so many commissioners ; and I will quote the following pas- 
sages from our letters to the board, which will entirely refute the second part 
of hisstatement. On Nov. 8, 1866, we wrote—‘* We must not hide from ourselves, 
or refrain from admitting, that we consider great extravagance has prevailed 
(in the provisioning department particularly) ; that great disorder and disaf- 
fection has frequently shown itself amongst both officers and men, for which we 
have not hesitated to reprimand Capt. Paul, and check, in the best manner pos- 
sible.’ On Dec. 4 of thesame year I wrote—‘ I should strongly urge on you one 
of two courses—either to send out a good business man to reside here permanently, 
or make some other arrangement to work the mines, instead of going on as be- 
fore my arrival. You will do nothing without such a commisstoner.”’ 
Captaiu Paul was fully aware that we had expressed ourselves in these terms 
respecting his past management, as these letters were read to him prior to my 
leaving the mines, and he admitted that he could not then take exception to 
anything we had written. I will not trespass much further on your space, as I 
think I have written sufficient to show that Capt. Paul’s *‘ delicacy in self-de- 
fence’’ is not so virtuous as he would wish some to suppose, and it would have 
been better for him if he had attempted his own defence without accusing others. 
One or two more remarks, and I have done with him and his management. 
It is perfectly true that he was requested to submit estimates of cost and re- 
turns for one month in advance. This is a system adopted in all well-regulated 
establishments, whether at home or abroad, and would, in my opinion, rather 
tend to confirm his position of manager than detract from it, as it was the car- 
rying out of these estimates which comprised the expenditure at the mines. I 
should like to know who was responsible but himself for the cost during the 
month of August, 1867, when he stated that the cholera had previously dispersed 
the native labourers, On Aug. 7, 1867, Capt. Paul writes—‘‘ We have not now 
above 20 left in this mine (St. Domingo), and some five or six in Consuelo, and 
about the same number in the Pavon, so that but for the few Englishmen we 
have we should be now at a standstill.’”’ When the cost-sheet for that month 
arrived it amounted to $14,799, or (say) 29001. ; and during the epidemic Capt. 
Paul continued to give estimates for cost to the amount of 3000/. per month, 
notwithstanding his assertions that he had no men to carry on the necessary 
operations. The tramway from Consuelo to St. Domingo was certainly sur- 
veyed, and thecontract entered into prior to my leaving the mines, but neither 
the course laid down, or the conditions of the contract, were adhered to. I am 
not aware that any progress had been made with the erection of either the Con- 
suelo or the St. Domingo mills previous to my arrival, beyond the excavations 
for wheel-pits at both places, the former of which was never used, I saw no- 
thing else on my arrival.

THE CHONTALES MINES, AND THEIR MANAGEMENT. 


S1r,—I am very unwilling to be dragged into a personal controversy with 
Capt. Paul, especially as he was present at the meeting of the Chontales Gold 
and Silver Mining Company, on Feb. 2, and ought there and then to have taken 
exception to any of my remarks that he deemed incorrect. My silence, how- 
ever, might be misconstrued, and I shall, as briefly as possible, reply to his state- 
ments in last week’s Journal. 

1.—What I stated at the meeting was that all the workings made previously 
to my arrival at the mines were directed to taking out the ground in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the native discoveries. I considered, and still do, that the deep 
adit levels should have been commenced at the very beginning of the company’s 
operations, and I believe that if this had been done the company would have 
been in a very different position to what it is now. I was speaking entirely of 
the upper mines, as I had been compelled, through the exhaustion of the capi- 
talof the company, to give up the prosecution of the works at Pavon. 

2.—I stated that all the levelsand shafts at the upper mines available for even 
a temporary supply of ore had either run together before my arrival or did so 
shortly after, through having been badly timbered. This is perfectly correct. 
The shaft at San Domingo, to which Capt. Paul refers, had run together before 
my arrival. So had the upper level, and the lower one didsoshortly after. At 
San Antouio, so far from taking men out of the western shaft, I placed some in 
it to secure it; but itis entirely in old ground, nearly exhausted by the natives. 
The eastern shaft fell in through having been insecurely timbered, and I was 
obliged to sink a winze in place of it. We have had the greatest difficulty in 
keeping the Consuelo level open from the same cause ; and, as I stated at the meet- 
ing, it has fallen in three times at different parts since I took the management. 

3.—The tramway from Consuclo to the machinery was badly planned and exe- 
cuted. Instead of a regular gradient down the valley, where a continuous de- 
scent might easily have been obtained, the line rose in some parts and fell in 
others; and the wagons were brought down below the machinery, and had to 
be hauled up agaiu. I had one half of ittore-make. Before being altered it cost 
4s. per ton to bring the ore from Consuelo to the machinery; afterwards it was 
brought down for 1s. 2d. per ton. Capt. Paul states that I would not sanction 
the completion of this tramway. Just the opposite of this isthe truth. The 
contractor had been allowed to place the sleepers, in some cases, as much as7 ft. 
apart, although the contract specified 5 ft. He also left a bridge unfinished. 
When he applied for his money I refused to pay him until he finished his con- 
tract, or submitted to a rednction equal to the cost of completing it. The latter 
he consented to, aud we finished the work with ourown men. Capt. Paul was 
present when the contractor applied for payment, and his memory must be sadly 
at fault. Instead of preventing the contractor finishing the tramway, as he 
states, I refused to pay him because he had not finished it. 

4.—My statements respecting the capital of the company were made from data 
obtained at the office, and I have no doubt whatever that they are correct. 
The 30001. deposited with the financial agents is still in their hands, and the 
15,0001, debentures are not yet exhausted. I spoke only of the capital furnished 
by the sempeny, and have had in addition the proceeds of the gold that I have 
extracted. 

5.—Before I left England, in January, 1868, a letter had been received by the 
directors from Capt. Paul, stating that he had obtained permission to take out 
the pillarsat Consuelo. When I arrived at the mines three months had elapsed 
from the date of that letter, and I expressed my surprise that regular stoping 
operations had not been commenced, although some (not six) months had passed 
since Capt, Paul had been authorised to do so. If he,as he says, did not obtain 
the authority to take out the pillars until within 10 or 15 days of my arrival 
on the mines at the end of February, 1868, he should not have written on De- 
cember 5, 1867, that he had obtaired it, and he ought not to blame me for be- 
lieving his statement.—Newcastle-on-Tyne, Feb. 22. THOMAS BELT. 

The following is an extract from Capt. Paul’s letter, dated Dec. 5, 1867 :— 
** Since the last mail I went to Juigulpa with plans and sections of all the mines, 
and fully explained to the Prefecta my views about the mines, and the necessity 
for taking out all the pillars of same. He then appointed two old miners to 
come with him and his other officers to examine the mines, and report the same 
to him on the spot. This being done, he has granted legal permission for their 
being removed, appointing myself and Capt. Frank Velasquez to see that they 
shall be taken out in the best manner, having regard to the safety of human 
life and the mine itself.” 


MINING IN NEVADA AND CALIFORNIA, 


S1R,—I have had my attention called to the letter of ‘‘ A Shareholder,”’ in last 
week’s Journal. I am not surprised that the stone which I threw into the 
bubbly” pond should have brought up a hooked fish to the surface. If “A 
Shareholder’’ had read my letter carefully, he would have seen that my re-

fornia and Nevada, I can easily understand that ‘‘ A Sharehol der’’ supposed I 
meant to include the whole of the former State. To show thegencral ignorance 
prevailing and fostered here of these States, I may just mention, en passant, 
that a paragraph in last week’s Journal speaks of the town of Argenta as being 
in California, whereas it is in Nevada, at least, I think, 100 miles from the 
boundary of California, and separated from the productive part of that State by 
the Sierra Nevadas, 7000 feet in a connected, however, it is true, by the 
railway. And, too, even Mr. Lewis Chalmers, writing under date of Jan. 18, 
from the “ Imperial Silver Quarries,’ speaks of the famous Hayward Mine as 
being in Grass Valley, California, when any California schoolboy can tell him 
that it is in a totally different part of the State, and in a totally different for- 
mation. By the way, how funny it is that all these embryotio ——- with 
grand names must lug in that Hayward Mine—the gold mine of the Pacific Coast 
—whenever they want to institute a comparison. 

I say again, that the Americans are not such fools as to sell a good mine (know- 
ing it to besuch), for English companies to develope. Your Californian will, as 
he would term it, “go his bottom dollar’’ on a mine when he thinks he has a 
good thing. But having brought it into a paying state, then I can understand 
his being ready to sell it, at a price. And when he considers that, owing to the 
high rate of interest in California, his mine ought to, and does, command a 
higher price in England, he would certainly be wrong if he did not try to obtain 
that higher price. Thus, with the North Star Mine, just placed here. Itisone 
of the four or five leading gold mines of the Pacific Coast, paying steady divi- 
dends, of established reputation, and likely to continue prosperous. Such a 
mine as this could be readily sold in San Francisco, but not at such a price as it 
would fetch here, for there they expect a mining investment to pay 5 per cent. 
per month, and here people are satisfied with one-third of that. 

I suppose I ought to hide my diminished head in the face of such great names 
as those with which “‘ A Shareholder’’ seeks to put me down ; but bless you, my 
dear Sir, even these great authorities are liable to err in Judgment, and liable 
to be taken in by “‘cute’’ Californians. Has “ A Shareholder’’ ever heard of 
the Lincoln, or Harpending Mine, introduced about a year and a half ago, 
backed by Mr, J. A, Phillips, Prof, Silliman, and Mr, Melville Attwood? Excuse 
my bringing in your name, friend Phillips, but do you remember how carefully 

ou went round that open cut in the quarry, where there was estimated to be 
n sight (as there undoubtedly was, if the stuff had only been good for anything) 
800,000 tons of auriferous deposit, and how you took about 100 samples? How 
you watched over the Chinaman.as he pounded them all up, and how, when at 
last you had taken youraverage sample, you sealed it up and took it to bed with 
you, that no one mighttamperwithit? Yes, and it assayed $14 per ton, didn’t 
it? You know now it must have been “ salted’? somehow. WeeksI havespent 
at that blessed quarry, and samples by the dozen have I taken, and I never got 
one that assayed over $1°57 perton. You could not help it, I know, and had 
you gone out again to make a final report you would have discovered all the 
fraud that had been practised. But, as I said before, the best may be deceived 
sometimes. And you, too, friend Silliman (good, genial soul, may your shadow 
never be less), how implicitly you were induced to believe in the Harpending, 
too, and how confidingly you invested in its twin brother, the Quail Hill Mine! 
What a beautiful mill you helped to put up! Is it going still, continuing those 
monthly spasmodic vibrations between profit and loss ? 
has left you a sadder, if nota wiser man. 

However, the North Star Mine will do credit to California, I firmly believe,

East Whea) Lovell is dependent on water stamping-mills for making the ores 
marketable, and, during the unprecedented dry season of last year, for several 
months little or no tin ores could be stamped at them. Our manager, Capt. 
Quentrall, finding if he raised the ores he would be unable to return it, took the 
opportunity to put his shafts and underground workings into an efficient state, 
so that he is now able to work East Wheal Lovell more effectively with little more 
than half the number of men he previously employed. At the same time, he 
erected a water winding-engine, which is now working admirably, and the whole 
expense of which will be saved in ten months. 

t may do very well for persons holding a few shares to talk of holding meet- 
ings, regardless of the state of accounts. I know something about the plans 
practised to frighten shareholders out of their shares, and I consider our purser 
exercised a wise discretion in postponing the last meeting. I wish all pursers 
would study and act for the interests of the companies they represent, like our 
purser (Mr, H. Rogers) has done in this, and submit their accounts in the same 
clear and implicit way he does—with vouchers and receipts for every bill charged. 
I observed at our last meéting that two gentlemen, thoroughly conversant with 
mining accounts, were called on to audit ours, which they did, and affixed their 
signatures to them ; and I am pleased to bear testimony to the order and re- 
gularity with which everything connected with the accounts and mining ope- 
rations of this undertaking is conducted, and the lucid explanations given to 
every enquiry.—Feb. 24. .

ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN COPPER COMPANY, 


An ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the Lon- 
don Tavern, on Thursday,—Mr, SPENCER HERAPATH in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the re- 
port of the directors (an abstract of which appeared in last week’s 
Journal) was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that he occupied the chair upon the present 
occasion with feelings of regret, because it arose from the fact that 
their able Chairman (Mr. Routh) was confined to his bed, otherwise 
they would have had the advantage of his presence, As to the affairs of the 
company, he had but little to add to the information contained in the report, 
He was sure it would be a matter of congratulation for the shareholders to find 
that upon this oceasion they had the advantage of the presence of their able 
manager, Mr. Hamilton, who, after an absence of fifteen years, had returned 
to this country for the important objects stated in the report. The price of 
copper, which to them was of the first importance, had ac last taken, they have 
reason to hope,aturn. He believed it was the opinion of all parties conver- 
sant with the copper trade that at length they had arrived at the end of the 
long period of depression. The most important point in the report was that 
which referred to the proposed establishment of smelting-works at Newcastle. 
No doubt shareholders were aware that New South Wales was the source of a 
very large supply of their coal, and the importance of having smelting-works 
at Newcastle had, therefore, for a long period been under the consideration of 
the board. The benefit of such works would be seen when he told them that 
while their coal at the Port Works cost them at the present time from 23s, to 24s, 
per ton, at the Newcastle Works it would not exceed 3s. per ton. So that there 
were the most substantial grounds for believing that the Newcastle works would 
prove a most important adjunct to their works in Adelaide, the double advan- 
tage being that ore would be sent to Newcastie to be smelted, and coals would be 
brought back as return freight to Adelaide. It was proposed to establish, inthe 
first instance, works upon a small scale, and to pay for them by thesale of some 
portions of the surplus lands. By means of the railway up to the Burra Burra, 
which would be completed about September, the land hitherto necessary as an 
addenda to their team would be no longer needed, and by selling that surplus 
property the directors saw their way to find the capital necessary for the esta- 
blishment of these works at Newcastle. When they recollected the terms upon 
which they had acquired the property at Newcastle, and the prospect of the 
copper market, he thought all would agree with him that by the establishment 
of these works there was opened out to this company a more encouraging future 
than had been the case for many years. The result would be that they would 
be able to command increased supplies of ore by offering better prices, which 
would, no donbt, bring into activity mines that would otherwise remain unde- 
veloped, and would at the same time give a value to ore which under present 
circumstances was commercially valueless, By the cheapening of coal to Ade- 
laide they would be able to successfully compete with any smelters in the 
colony, and as in smelting the whole question was one of fuel, if they cou:d ob- 
tain coal at anything like the price named, there was no Class of ore they would 
not be in a position to advantageonsly treat. It was estimated that the reduc- 
tion would be something like 11. per ton, and he need hardly say if they could 
reduce their charges to 2l, 5s. the saving would in itself be a very large profit. 
The other point to which he wished to call attention was with reference to the 
Reedy Creek Mine. Upon the authority of Mr. Hamilton, who had a local 
knowledge of the property, this mine wasa fairand safe venture. Each director, 
with the view of encouraging a mine which would supply the smelting-works 
with so large a quantity of ore, had taken a stake in it, and he (the Chairman) 
confidently hoped that the shareholders would view it ina similar light, and 
take an interest in the company which has now been formed for working the 
Reedy Creek Mine. Having stated that he should be glad to afford any further 
information, he moved that the report and accounts be received and adopted. 

Mr. ALFRED COBBETT seconded the proposition. 

Mr. ROGERS read the last advices from the Reedy Creek Mine, by which it ap- 
peared that it was yielding at the present time about 250 tons of ore per month, 
equal to 3000 tons per annum, 

Mr. HAMILTON entered at some length into an explanation of the advantages 
to be derived by carrying into effect the proposition with regard to the esta- 
blishment of smelting works at Newcastle. He stated that the reduction of 11, 
per ton in the smelting charges would of itself induce many to recommence 
mining. It was clear that the arrangement could not be efficiently carried out 
unless there were two scts of works in operation, by which they reap the benefit 
of having coals brought to one set of works and ore taken to the other. 

Mr. CoBBETT and Mr, FREWER also pointed out the improved position the 
company would occupy by the establishment of the proposed smelting works.

The adjourned special meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices of the company, Nicholas-lane, on Thursday, 
Mr, JoB TAYLOR (Mayor of Dudley) in the chair, 
The notice convening the meeting was read, 
The CHAIRMAN said the shareholders were aware that it had been 


proposed to sell that portion of the property known as Altifus, ac- 
cepting as purchase-money a certain number of paid-up shares in a company to 
be formed for working that mine. It appeared, however, that a disposition of 
the property effected this wise might not be legally tenable, and, therefore, to 
prevent anything like a doubt being raised upon the point, it was proposed to 
substitute in lieu of that proposition another to the effect that the Altifus Mine 
be sold for a certain sum of money; so that the object of the meeting would be 
to pass a resolution to enable the directors to carry this into effect. He might 
add, for the information of those shareholders who were unacquainted with the 
property, that the Cwm Fron Mine and the Altifus Mine could not possibly be 
worked advantageously as one undertaking. So far as developed, Altifus was 
equal to Cwm Fron, and, no doubt, would prove a good mine; but its surface 
position was such that, unless at considerable outlay and great disadvantage, 
the two mines could not be worked conjointly. By their lease they were com- 
pelled to keep a certain number of men employed at Altifus, the expense of 
which, unless the mine was regularly opened up, could be considered in no other 
way than as so much unproductive outlay; but if they were able to dispose of 
Altifus for a certain sum, and also receive an annual minimum rental, they 
would in every way be doing that which would be of advantage to Cwn Fron, 
while the money received could be beneficially employed in its further develop- 
ment.——-A SHAREHOLDER asked if Altifus comprised a sufficient extent of 
ground to form an average-sized mine ?——The CHAIRMAN said he had no doubt 
that if a company were formed for working Altifus an extension of ground could 
be obtained, which could be worked to my great advantage in connection with 
Altifus. He added that work as rapidly as they would they could not develope 
the whole of Cwm Fron during the present lease, which was for 21 years. 
Captain Joun Kirro, in reply to questions from different shareholders, said 
that the two mines could not be worked either with advantage or satisfaction 
asone mine. There was no doubt the ground on the western side of the river 
could be obtained, by which all difficulties would be overcome, and the property 
placed in a condition to be inexpensively developed. He might take the oppor- 
tunity of stating that, as far as Cwm Fron was concerned, its prospects were 
never better than at present, and particularly at one of the most important 
points—the deepest level.

Mr. Ross said, while other mines in the neighbourhood were almost drowned 
out, the engine at Cwm Fron was working at only three strokes per minute, 
The CHAIRMAN added that the lode in the 12 was worth something like 1 ton 
of ore per fathom, and the general character of the lode improved as the driv- 
age was extended.

Under these 
circumstances, the directors thought the best course to pursue would be to ad- 
journ the present meeting, or rather to decide to convene another meeting in 
about three months hence, as by that time Mr. Dean thought he would be en- 
abled to give a decided opinion as to the probability of the mines again becom- 
ing productive, There might be some difficulty as to capital in carrying on the 
operations for that time, but, taking the assets into consideration, and the pro- 
bability that sutficient gold would be discovered to meet the costs, last month’s 
returns having realised 150/., against a cost of 1701., and a somewhat similar re- 
sult would be realised this month, the directors did not think of asking the 
shareholders now to sanction any scheme by which additional capital could be 
raised. Until certain works were accomplished, which Mr. Dean considered 
could be done in about three months, the question of raising further capital 
should be deferred ; but it was hoped, in the meantime, discoveries would be 
made which would obviate the necessity.

As all were aware, Mr. Dean had 
made this subject his special study for many years, and he (the Chairman) knew 
they could not do better than adopt his advice. Showing the faith of the direc- 
tors, he might mention that they had paid the whole amount, within 50/., due 
upon their calls, before even thecall had been made, which, he need hardly say, 
they would not have done had they not faith in the future prosperity of the 
undertaking.

Mr. ARTHUR DEAN entered at some length into an explanation of the position 
and prospects of the mine. He stated that iast year when he had the pleasure 
of addressing the shareholders he informed them that he anticipated during the 
then ensuing 12 months gold would be discovered in the western division of No.2 
mine. Upon extending the explorations in depth, however, it was found that 
the whole characteristics of the ground changed, drivings were commenced, 
and the first shoot of gold met with was good, but did not hold ; they continued 
to drive, and various other bunches were met with, but not of sufficient cun- 
sequence to justify the erection of machinery to follow them indepth. They 
then turned their attention to the eastern division, which represented two im- 
portant points. In June last a lode was cut just under the surface—a level was 
driven eastward, and about 12001, worth of gold was returned. There was 
some doubt as to the exact position of the rich gold-bearing ground, although 
he thought it had divided into two lines, one rising eastward, and the other 
going below the level.

SOUTH WALES COLLIERY COMPANY. 


The sixth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, Ethelburga House, yesterday,—Mr, LAWRENCE HEYWORTH 
(Chairman and managing director) in the chair. 

Mr. J. Movat F, Hunt (the secretary) read the notice convening 


the meeting. : ; 

The report of the directors stated that the increased dulness of 
the trade has prevented the colliery from being worked at a profit during the 
past half-year. The accounts show that a loss of 15381. 11s., inclusive of the 
reserve for doubtful debts, &c., has been-made on the working of the colliery, 
during the six months which ended on Dec. 26. The output of the colliery for 
the last six months compares unfavourably with the corresponding half-year in 
1867 :—Six months ending Dec. 28, 1867, 71,905 tons, and for the six months ending 
Dee, 26, 1868, 38,814 tons, showing a decrease of 33,091. During a period of un- 

aralleled depression in the steam coal trade, and consequent severe competi- 
ion, the board have kept in view the importance of cheapening the cost of pro- 
duction, and are glad to report that various permanent improvements under- 
ground have been effected during the past half-year, the cost of which has been 
charged to revenue, instead of to capital account, as has been the custom in pre- 
vious years. A small cargo of coal shipped for Pembroke Dockyard having been 
rejected has been a matter of great anxiety to the board. A changein the cut- 
ting of the ‘Three Quarter’’ coal was, after due consideration, enforeed— 
whereby in the opinion of the board any cause for future complaint will be pre- 
vented. Upon representations being made to the Admiralty by the Chairman, 
_ instructions were issued by the Storekeeper-General of the Navy ordering a new 
trial, and the directors are sanguine that the Government report thereon will 
re-establish the excellent reputation Russell’s New Black Vein Steam Coal has 
hitherto borne. The directors are of opinion that, although the business of the 
past year has resulted in a heavy loss, too desponding a view of the company’s 
prospects should not be taken. The new openings into the ‘‘ Big Vein’’ and 
« Blled” coals offer a subject for congratulation, as these coals are much less 
liable to cause ground for complaint amongst consumers, and can now be raised 
at a great reduction on their former cost. 


It appeared from the reports of Mr, Joseph Wallace, the colliery 
manager, and Mr. Robert Smith, the viewer and surveyor, that the ventilation 
of the colliery is perfectly good, all the workings are free from any accumula- 
tion of gas, and an ample quantity of airis passing through them. The whole 
of the machinery is in good working condition, and the boilers have lately been 
examined, and found to bein good repair. Several improvements in the col- 
liery have been completed during the last four months, which will tend to re- 
duce the cost of the coal. An incline from the * Big Vein’’ workings to the east 
« Three-quarter’’ level heading bas been completed. A new roadway tothe new 
pit has been made, whereby the whole of the steam coal is conveyed to one pit, 
instead of being drawn at the two pits as formerly, and the old pit is now ad- 
vantageously used to secure efficient ventilation, in accordance with their re- 
commendations, and approved by Mr. Lionel Brough, Government Inspector. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, observed 
that the dulness of trade was patent to all—coal proprietors, as was 
well known, having been nearly universally working at a loss, With 
regard to the rejection of a cargo of their coal at Pembroke, it was, 
no doubt, a very serious matter, but he thought it was readily to be accounted 
for. Upon the complaint being made, he at once went down to Pembroke Dock- 
yard; he thought the coals were not quite equal to what they should have been, 
but he thought the accident was easily to be accounted for. Upon going to the 
colliery he found that they had a small bed of shaly coal underlying the clean 
Three-quarter seam—it was 10 inches of a dirty coal, with some slag. They had 
been in the habit of discharging men for sending out dirty coal; and he had 
since ordered that the dirty coal should not be brought out at all. The calls in 
arrear not having been required, the payment of them had not been enforced ; 
and as they bore interest at the rate of 10 per cent., their remaining in abeyance 
did not prejudice the company. As to the assets, there had been no increase, 
except in connection with the cottages—18/. had been expended, upon which they 
would receive 10 per cent. The truck account was slightly reduced, and would 
have been more so but for the fact that they had not been kept fully employed. 
They proposed to reduce the trucks to 301. each, and keep them at that, because, 
as they were kept repaired, that amount would not more than represent their 
value, Next, with regard to Bailey’s dead rent account, there could be obtained 
from beneath the property included in that lease a large amount of coal as soon 
as they were prepared to raise it, but until then the dead-rent was payable. 
The revenue account showed the wages to be about $s. 644d. per ton; and there 
was to be added to that an apparent loss of 1888 tons of coal, which arose from 
the machinery put up by the late manager having been set to weigh short weight 
of 112 lbs, to the hundredweight, Instead of long weight of 120 lbs. to the hun- 
dredweight, the weight according to which the colliers’ contracts were made. 
The {London expenses amounted to 1681, 4s. 8d. for the half-year, which was 
equal to 14d. per ton of coal raised. Owing to the great depression of the trade, 
their coal sold at Newport had realised a very low price, the result being a loss 
of 84d. per ton, or 1112/7. 3s. 5d. on the colliery. The directors regretted that 
they could not place a better balance-sheet before them, but they had the utmost 
confidence that, with any return of trade, the colliery would pay them well. He 
concluded by formally moving the reception and adoption of the reports and ac- 
counts, the motion being seconded by Mr. GRATREX. 

Mr. STUART WORTLEY thought the statement made appeared more agreeable 
_ than the facts justified. He could not pretend to any knowledge of the coal

it. He had received a letter from Mr, Franks, asking him to take action with 
him to change the management—he did not feel inclined to adopt that course, 
but he had to apologise to Mr. Franks for not replying to his letter, and to state 
in explanation that he was illin bed when it was received. He was in South 
_ Wales recently in company with one of the principal agents and coal proprie- 
"tors in the district. After three weeks’ enquiries, he wrote him that from all 
“he could hear the Sonth Wales Colliery was in anything but a favourable posi- 
tion, and that even in the most prosperous times it could not be a very pros- 
_ perous concern. He much regretted that Mr. Crawshay Bailey was not pre- 
sent, as he might have afforded the meeting some valuable information. But, 
Z returning to the letter, he found it stated that, looking at the gross mismanage- 
_ ment of the whole concern, there was little chance of the colliery ever becom- 
ing a profitable undertaking. He (Mr. Stuart Wortley) feared that they would 
have to provide money for the working as well as for the purchase of Mr. Rus- 
.ll’s property, for his friend advised him to sell his interest whenever he had 
the opportunity of doing so, as if he retained his interest he would have to in- 
ease his stake by the payment of more calls. The only suggestion which Mr. 
\ a made ge he need refer to was that the business should be carried 
u spot. 
Mr. COLBORNE considered the mecting much indebted to Mr. Stuart Wortley 
He was one of the largest shareholders 
~ yet had come to the conclusion that a colliery is about one of the worst things 
_ Acompany can takein hand. A colliery ought always to be in the hands of 
the owners, as in that case the salaries paid by a company to their officers re. 
yb the owners’ living. In the South Wales Colliery Company there was 
_ 12001. to 15002. paid, which would be for owners’ living. At present their coal 
Cost 6s. 3d. per ton at the colliery, and as they were losing 8d. per ton it would be 
better if they did not sell at all. “Under Mr. Bailey’s lease there was a minimum 
_ dead rent of 10001. per annum, and during the year and three quarters they had 
paid 17501. dead rent, against which they had only been able to place 2231. roy- 
alty. They had during the next 15 months to recover the difference, and it 
would be a miracle if they recovered the 1500l.inthattime. Their position was 
this—they had extinguished the reserve fund, and had lost besides 611917., and

Messrs. Crawshay Bailey and Thomas Brown were going to work the property 
he would raise no objection. But he considered it suicidal for the company to 
pass any resolution which would compel the directors to make an unfavourable 
arrangement wilh anyone. 

Mr. CHALLIS said that they had accepted the inference as to the bad manage- 
ment of the colliery, but it should be remembered that the colliery is only inthe 
same position as all others. As tothe Chairman, he could not sell the coal if 
there were no sale: but he had reduced the cost of getting it from 6s. 1d, to 
4s. 9d. per ton, and in his opinion the management of the colliery could not be 
better. ——Colonel RODEN explaincd that the management was much better 
whilst it was under himself than at present, and observed that the question was 
how it was to be managed in future? He thought a practical man should be ap- 
pointed. He thought, too, the management should be divided, for at present it 
was in the hands of London gentlemen. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said that after what had been stated it would be necessary to 
lay a few facts before the meeting. With regard tothe letter read by Mr. Stuart 
Wortley, it must have been observed that the evidence given therein was upon 
mere hearsay. As to the statement which Mr. Colborne had made, that the 
salary and expenses had amounted to 14001., and that that would not have been 
incurred in a private concern, he need only say that a bookkeeper, underground 
manager, agent in London, &c,, would all be necessary in a private concern, and 
the whole of these charges were included in the 1400/7, He thought that Mr. 
Colborne had endeavoured to throw dust in their eyes with regard to the dead 
rent. The raising of 60,000 tons per annum would dispose of Bailey’s dead rentin 
asingle year. It had been inferred that, owing to his (the Chairman’s) bad ma 
nagement thecargo, had been returned ; but the fact was that the Three-quarter 
coal was a dirty coal, and when the trade was brisk it was almost impossible to 
prevent a single cargo leaving the colliery open to complaint—there would be 
no more complaints upon that point. Colonel Roden had spoken of employing 
practical men. Now, there was a great deal of cant talked about practical men, 
but they must recollect that at first the colliery was under the guidance of Mr. 
Thomas Brown and his nephew, Colonel Roden, who were to be accepted as emi- 
nently practical men. Yet, during their management they had only paid divi- 
dends to the amount of 40001., and had laid them upa debt in the shape of 
** outlay account’’ of 58991., so that in truth they lost nearly 20001., which he 
thought was nothing toboastof. There was no doubt that at their colliery coal 
could be raised at 4s. 6d. per ton, and as soon as business revived this would 
leave them a good profit. 

Mr. HOWARD KENNARD said that the adoption of Mr. Colborne’s amend- 
ment would be simply and clearly forcing the directors to act against the in- 
terest of the company. ‘They were asked to pass a resolution proposed by Mr. 
Colborne, the lawyer of Mr. Crawshay Bailey, and seconded by Mr. Brown, 
who negociated between the vendor and the company. Its adoption would be 
suidical to the company, and its only object could be to let Messrs, Colborne 
and Brown take the colliery out of their hands on their own terms, 

The amendment *“* That the accounts be received, and the consideration 
thereof postponed until May 25, to which day this meeting stands adjourned,”’ 
was then put and negatived, Messrs. Colborne and Brown alone voting for it; 
and the original motion was then carried, Messrs. Colborne and Brown alone 
voting against it. 

The retiring directors and auditors were re-elected, and the managing direc- 
tors remuneration was voted thesame as last year, the proceedings terminating 
in the usual manner,

It has become almost a proverb that collieries worked by joint- 
stock companies never return profits, although the same collieries in 
private hands prove highly remunerative; and more undisguised 
evidence as to the cause of the failures, as well as the purpose for 
which such failures are brought about, hasseldom been afforded than 
that furnished at the meeting of the South Wales Colliery Company, 
held yesterday. One shareholder is careful to make enquiries amongst 
those engaged in the coal trade, but not interested in the Company, 
nor even in the district, and naturally obtains an unfavourable ac- 
count, upon the strength of which he annonnces to the meeting that 
“the concern is a very ticklish one, to say the least of it”—an opi- 
nion which was at once confirmed by one of the would-be lessees of 
the colliery, although the other, wishing to obtain possession of the 
colliery, at once acknowledged that the intrinsic value of the enter- 
prise was beyond dispute. Mr. Colborne, the vendor’s solicitor, in 
this instance speaking on his own behalf, declared that “he-had 
come to the conclusion thata colliery is about one of the worst things 
a company can take in hand ;” and when there is a section of the 
shareholders opposing the general interests of the company, with a 
view to get the colliery into private hands, and profit by the outlay 
made by the company, the opinion is without doubt justifiable ; but 
there is no reason why a company like the South Wales Colliery 
Company, with a respectable body of shareholders, should not realise 
quite as good a percentage upon their investment as private colliery 
partners. Mr, Howard Kennard, than whom a better authority could 
scarcely be found, observed that, taking the average coalmasters’ 
profits at 1s, per ton, the company’s property would return in times 
of ordinary trade 15 or 16 per cent. profit; and he explained the 
reason of joint-stock company collieries proving unremunerative. 
The evil, he said, of joint-stock colliery companies was that at the 
first depression the shareholders go out, and sacrifice their property 
(precisely what the shareholders in the South Wales Colliery Com- 
pany are now advised to do), whilst a private coalmaster preferred 
losing 10002. a-year, for three years, to crushing property worth 
100,0007, That the property has the elements of success is not 
doubted; but as long as conflicting interests are permitted to inter- 
fere with its working profits can scarcely be expected. If vendors 
and their friends are permitted to come in and take the profits re- 
sulting from a joint-stock company’s expenditure as soon as a pro- 
perty approached a paying condition, the complaint—“ collieries 
worked by joint-stock companies never return profits”—will con- 
tinue to be heard; but, if the course adopted by private coalmasters 
be imitated, and patience be exercised during the period of depres- 
sion, but little more will be heard of unprofitable colliery companies. 





NortH LEVANT.—Another improvement is reported in this already 
rich sett, They have cut a lode in the 60 north, and the stuff is of 
good quality.

MINING ASSOCIATION v. TOPKEN AND ANOTHER.—Thisimportant 
case occupied the Court of Queen’s Bench, at Guildhall, the whole of 
Monday, resulting in favour of plaintiffs. The particulars shortly are 
that, in 1867, a property in Venezuela was brought to the notice of the 
Mining Association, by some highly respectable parties at Hamburg, 
and, from the statements made as to its auriferous character, the com- 
pany were induced to entertain a proposition to purchase it, and form 
a company to work it. They stipulated, however, that they should 
first sond out a competent mining enzineer to report on it, and, in the event of 
the representations made not being substantially confirmed, then the owners of 
the property should pay the expenses of the investigation, not exceeding 5001. ; 
the company further providing that they should not be bound to purchase, even 
if the report were favourable, but that they should have the option for a certain 
time. An advertisement was inserted in the Mining Journal for an engineer, 
who was selected out of 15 applicants, the directors being assisted by the advice 
of a practical man of extensive foreign experience in making the appointment. 
Good security in the City of London was obtained by the company for the 5001., 
and the engineer left for Venezuela on Dec. 2, 1867. In the spring of 1868 he 
returned to England, bringing with him samples of quartz, which were assayed, 
and gave results very different from those originally laid before the company, 
while be stated in his report that he could not substantially confirm the repre- 
sentations made, and that he could not recommend the company to purchase. 
This report was sent to the owners, with an account of the expenses (which ex- 
ceeded the 5001.), who declined to pay anything, on the ground that the agent 
sent out was incompetent. The groundlessness of this charge or complaint was 
amply proved at the trial, on Monday, and after seven hours taking of evidence 
and making of speeches by counsel, and notwithstanding the weight and elo- 
quence of Sir John Karslake, who was for the defendants, the Judge summed 
up in about ten minutes entirely and strongly in favour of the plaintiffs, for 
whom the jury at once gave their verdict. It is only fair to say that the com- 
pany was most ably represented by Mr. Milward, Q.C.,and Mr. Murphy. The 
detalls of this case show forcibly the great advantages to the public which snch 
a company as the Mining Association afford, and. further, prove the cautious 
aad business-like manner in which thelr transactions are conducted,

REMARKS.—A considerable degree of activity has been manifested 
in the Metal Market during the past week, and something like the 
animation of former days has once more shown itself, which has 
given great encouragement to all parties connected with the metal 
trade, and we may nowfairly anticipate that we are on the high road 
to a prosperous condition of the trade; and it is to be hoped that 
nothing will arise to retard its onward progress, or even to check its 
advance towards the desired consummation, A large amount of 
business has been done, and there seems every reason to expect that 
this will still increase. In one metal especially there has been a live- 
liness which has not been experienced for very many months past, 
and sales to a considerable extent have taken place, at prices which 
continue to advance, and there appears every prospect that eventually 
they will attain the high point reached in former days. Although 
all other metals have not reciprocated in this marked improvement 
at present, yet some others also continue to advance, and we look for- 
ward to a time not far distant when we shall see that metals gene- 
rally proceed to move upward ; and as the spring advances there is 
little doubt that this will become apparent. There now seems little 
question that the convention proposed for the settlement of the so- 
called Alabama claims will be refused by the United States ; and, 
although this is to be regretted, as thereby the question would have 
been definitely settled, yet we do not apprehend that any serious con- 
se:juences will arise in the matter, or that an interference with the 
course of our commercial relations with America will occur, but that 
these will still continue to proceed with their usual activity. 

CopPER.—The market for this metal has remained quiet through- 
out the week, and no improvement has taken place from the relapse 
it has suffered since the active movement which took place a short 
time since. Chili bar has declined to 722, 10s, cash, and Wallaroo 
has been held at 827. 10s, cash. 

IroN.—In Staffordshire in some cases rather more orders have 
been given out for home consumption during the week, but the trade 
generally is rather dull, and expectations of a decided improvement 
during the present quarter have not yet been realised. The railway 
demand is now the best feature of the trade. In Welsh, as com- 
pared with last week, it cannot be said there has been any further 
advance, either as regards prices or demand.

COLLIERY AND IRON WORKS’ BOILERS. 


The important annual review of the condition of most of the 
boilers at the iron works and collieries, held by the iron and coal 
masters in the North of England and in Staffordshire, has just ap- 
peared in proof, Prepared for the use of the shareholders in the 
Midland Boiler Inspection and Assurance Company, it contains in- 
formation which every iron and coal master will peruse very atten- 
tively. We have before said that there is no part of their mechani- 
cal operations which occasions them more anxiety than their steam- 
boilers. To the existence of this anxiety, consequent upon the acci- 
dents which originated it, the formation of the association is due. 
Ironmasters and colliery proprietors started the concern, and iron- 
masters and colliery proprietors are the bulk of the customers. This 
is conclusive, from the fact that of the 2633 boilers under assurance 
and inspection in 1868, 1238 were at collieries, and 1156 in iron 
works, The watchfulness to which these are subjected appears by 
the statement that the total number of boilers have been together 
inspected only 100 short of 12,000 times in the twelvemonth. There 
have been 1483 internal examinations, and 1361 examinations of the 
flues. Resulting from these inspections 1656 reports have been sent 
to the owners, 

These reports contain a mass of information upon almost every 
subject relating to the working of iron works and colliery boilers. 
Many boilers have been taken out as unfit for the required pressure. 
Some of these have been discarded because the plates were arranged 
lengthways in the boilers, producing in the weakest position long 
straight seams without any crossing of joints, In some cases this 
weakness has been increased by the inside lap of each plate being 
so small that the rivet-holes were almost at the edges of the plates. 
The flat ends of the boilers have been very frequently found in- 
sufficiently staid, especially where tubes have been removed ; and 
it has been at times exceedingly difficult to convince owners of the 
great danger of this, although the ends have been shown to be 
bulged from weakness, Some few machine-made boilers have been 
found quite unfit for use, simply because the work was inaccurately 
done. There is no doubt that boilers can be made well by machinery, 
but if the work is placed carelessly, so that the plates do not meet, 
or the rivets are not struck fairly, the boiler cannot be made sound. 
Boilers are constantly noticed needlessly weakened, in order to ob- 
tain the doubtful benefit of a dome, especially where the hole in the 
shell is its fulldiameter. Boilers of good design and safe production 
are frequently made insecure by injudicious alterations, Tubes are 
taken out without any compensation for the loss of strength, and 
stays or tie-bolts are allowed to get slack. This has been more par- 
ticularly noticed in upright furnace boilers, where new bottoms have 
been made nearly flat instead of hemispherical, causing a new strain 
on the angle-iron and on the old work. In a somewhat similar way 
mischief is often done by altering the arrangements of the puddling- 
furnaces, or by substituting large mill furnaces, so that the boiler is 
exposed to more heat than the metal can transmit, or the water con- 
vey away in the shape of steam, and the plates become injured. 
Sometimes the exact contrary is done, and a furnace is discontinued, 
and half a boiler is exposed to a stream of cold air, while the other 





is furiously heated, causing a new and unequal strain. Sometimes 
internal tubes have been found forced out of the circular shape for 
want of strengthening rings or other means of security, Man-holes 
have been found in a dangerous state, from want of guard-rings, the 
edges of the plates having perished or cracked, rendering it impos- 
sible to make a good joint, and the continual leaking has made the 
matter worse, Serious complaint has had to be made of some of the 
workmanship in repairs, by which boilers have been nearly ruined. 
Shortness of water has caused mischief in many cases, All the evil 
results of shortness of water are often produced by the too common 
practice of emptying the boilers while the flues are hot, instead of 
waiting 12 hours after the fire is drawn. Boilers are thus worn out 
prematurely, Great care should be taken that the cold water does 
not strike the hottest part of the plates. Where this care is not ob- 
served seams are always needing repair. A remedy is the introduc- 
ing of the feed through a perforated pipe near the surface of the 
water. A great many safety-valves are needlessly overloaded, while 
the steam-gauges are often out of order and inaccurate. As the 
gauges become only gradually defective the evil is not seen unless 
they are tested, and they are trusted long after they are incorrect, 
The habit of putting them on the steam-pipes, where the pressure is 
always varying, causes them unnecessary wear. It is always best to 
have one attached close to each boiler; but where they must be in 
the engine-house, or one has to serve for several boilers, they should 
be attached by separate pipes. It would often lead to great improve- 
ment in the duty of engines working night and day if the steam and 
vacuum gauges were self-registering. Such gauges attached toa 
clock have been known to work well for many years, Great injury 
has been found to take place in boilers without blow-pipes from ac- 
cumulations of mud on the plates exposed to the fire. An arrange- 
ment of an internal case of iron has been adopted in some cases, 
and has answered the purpose of inducing a quicker circulation of 
water over the heated plates, and has also caught the mud and chips 
of scale loosened from the boiler. For this compact mass of in- 
formation we are indebted to Mr. BE, B. MARTEN, the chief engineer 
of the Midland Company, who adds an illustrated appendix to his 
report, giving particulars of 45 explosions, by which, together, 57 
persons have been killed and71 injured. Of the 45 explosions, 18 are 
due to bad construction, want of stays, or weak tubes, without 
strengthening rings; 11 to corrosion, 6 to shortness of water, 4 to 
old age and general deterioration, 2 to seam rips, and 4 to undue pres- 
sure or faults in working. 

The explosion on the 2d inst. at the Usworth Colliery, the property 
chiefly of Mr. ELLIOT, M.P., having occurred since the close of 1868, 
is not included in the statistics which we have epitomised. It will 
be remembered that at the inquest no cause could be assigned for the 
explosion by the witnesses who were examined, other than the sudden 
rising of the water from the bottom of the boiler, by which a vacuum 
would be left. It is scarcely necessary to explain that the men who 
gave this testimony were not witnesses who can be correctly set down 
as experts; indeed, the men of science who were present, but not ex- 
amined, said that they could not support it. No sufficient cause was, 
however, assigned. The more complete examination, which, a fort- 
night ago, we intimated would be made, has taken place. It shows 
that though there were indications of shortness of water, yet that the 
rents were not along what would have been the weakest part of the 
boiler. The evidence given at the inquest as to the time at which the 
feed was turned on and off suggests that more water was put into the 
boiler than could have been evaporated. There must, therefore, have 
been a leakage somewhere, notwithstanding it was not seen. The lines 
of the rent showed that, with one exception, all the plates were of a good 
quality ofiron. The exception wasa plate in which much crystallisation 
was to be seen. Its position was, at the bottom, about the bridge, or 
over it, This plate would seem to be one of several new plates with 
which the boiler was sometime ago repaired. Adjoining it was an 
old plate. There is fair ground to suppose that the rent began in this 
brittle plate, close to the bridge, and extended into the old plate, and 
that the rent was brought about by the undue and irregular expan- 
sion of the new and old plates, a cause which the weak plate assisted. 
The mixture of new plates among old ones must lead to fractures and 
accidents of all grades; and it is well known to the engineers of the 
North that some of the explosions in that part of the kingdom have 
been clearly traceable to this cause, We have been at some painsto 
follow this Usworth explosion, because of the important trade posi- 
tion of the colliery. There is not any colliery in the kingdom in 
which more care and skill are combined in its management, and the 
men having the care of it had, therefore, a right to regard it with 
satisfaction. Yet, even here we see how possible it is for mistakes 
to be made by men who are entrusted with the repairs of boilers, and 
how necessary, therefore, it is that this class of work should have 
that educated supervision which at present it only rarely receives, 





THE ANCHOR AND CABLE MAKERS, AND THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


In the Mining Journal of May 4, 1867 (Vol. XXXVIL.), there ap- 
peared an article upon “The Iron used in Chain Cables.” Therein 
we showed that the bulk of the purchasers of these goods would 
not give the prices which alone could secure a good and reliable ar- 
ticle, and that the efforts of Government to mend matters would be 
unavailing until there was less parsimony in this department of their 
expenditure by shipowners. The working of the “ Proving and Sale 
of Chain Cables and Anchors Act” has not improved matters. On 
the contrary, they have rather grown worse under its operation. It 
will, however, cease to exist with the close of this year, when it will 
have a successor in a direct line, or terms, probably, of a more strin- 
gent nature will be merged with those of an enactment possessing 
relationship to it. 

The chain and anchor-makers of South Staffordshire and East 
Worcestershire have, therefore, begun to move in the proper quarters. 
A deputation from that district has just waited upon the President 


Walsall, Dudley, and Wednesbury respectively; and of Messrs, 
HINGELEY, WRIGHT, Woops, ASTON, and BLOOMER. The working 
of the Act is admitted alike by the Government Inspector of the 
testing machines and by the makers to have been other than bene- 
ficial; and the makers have some expectation that the Government 
Inspector may suggest that by the new legislation the whole length 
of chain shall not only bear LLoyps’ test, but likewise that any se- 
lected links may be required to stand a test of probably 80 per cent, 
over Luoyps. The chain-makers desire a modification upon this 
supposed 80 per cent, to the extent, in some cases, of 50 per cent.; 
and they desire that no chain shall be allowed to leave England forany 
foreign market if it has not been certified as having been tested 
either at a private machine or at LLoyps, They further hope that 
the expense to which they have been put by the Act, in laying down 
testing machines at their works, may not in the new legislation be 
made nugatory. 

Mr. BRIGHT was inclined to believe that whatever might be done 
upon this matter by Government would be incorporated in the New 
Mercantile Marine Bill. Butasthe chain-makers desire that the Act 
now in force may be replaced by another, devoted like it to chains 
and anchors only, the right hon. gentleman promised to consider 
more carefully what they wanted, if they would put their views in 
writing. These views were set down at a private meeting of chain- 
makers, held in Dudley, on Tuesday night, when the deputation ar 
nounced the resuli of their interview with the President of the Board 
of Trade. The chain-makers of the North of England are desirous 
of acting with those of the other part of the kingdom named. To 
them, therefore, the views of the trade there have been forwarded, 
and when the papers shall have been returned, endorsed with the 
concurrence or the suggestions of the North, the precise wishes of 
the trade, North and South, will then be dispatched to London. 

The subject being one of considerable interest to the iron trade, we 
shall again advert to it when the document is ready. 








THE STRUGGLE AT SHEFFIELD. 


The struggle which is being carried on between the South York- 
shire Miners’ Association and Mr, BENJAMIN HUNTSMAN, the pro- 
prietor of the Tinsley Park Colliery, near to Sheffleld, is one in which 
every colliery proprietor must feel deep interest. One of the allega- 
tions upon which Mr, HUNTSMAN’S men have been called out is that 
they were working at less wages than were given at neighbouring 
pits. To this Mr. H. CHAMBERS, the manager of the colliery, has 
replied by publishing the following statement of the wages which the 
men were receiving at the time the strike took place :— 

*‘Stallmen, from 4s, to 60s. per week, working 8 hours per day; holers, 30s. 
to 40s. ditto; headers, 36s, to 50s. ditto ; loaders, 30s. to 45s. ditto, 10 hours per 
day; pit bottomers, 20s. to 26s. ditto; day-wagemen, 27s. ditto, 8 hours per day ; 
jinny lads, 12s. to 18s, ditto, 10 hours per day; horse drivers, 9s. to 12s. ditto: 
banksmen, 18s. to 30s. ditto ; engine-tenters, 22s. to 36s. ditto, ll hours per day.’’ 

This statement is a sufficient reply to the complaints under that 
head, It is then demanded that the Minute Contract, as it is termed, 
should be replaced by thatembracing a fortnight’s notice. Mr. HUNTS- 
MAN is not disposed to object to the alteration in itself, because it 
may not result in any unfavourable consequences to him as proprietor. 
But he objects to make the alteration, because it is required by the 
demand of the Union; and he remarks, in a letter to his manager, 
dated West Retford Hall, Feb. 22,in reply to a communication from 
Mr, CHAMBERS, setting forth the nature of the last interview between 
the men and the managers— 

*“T cannot understand how the miners can declare the minute contract to be 
a grievance to themselves, when they alone have taken advantage of it by turn- 
ing out without notice; and, not content with that, have also compelled the 
men at the New Winnings, who were under similar agreements, to leave their 
work without warning. These were the men who had passed a resolution in 
the pit, with only one dissentient, that they were contented, and would remain 
at their work. s you know, this took place on Saturday, when the resolution 
was communicated to me by one of the men, and their general assent given to 
it in my presence. On Monday morning but one man presented himself at work, 
thus fulfilling Mr. NORMANSELL’S threat that, as * all is fair in war, the men 
at the Winnings would be turned out to compel Mr. HUNTSMAN to come to terms;’ 
or, as he further expresses it, ‘ They would attack Mr. HUNTSMAN’S pocket to 
arrive at his brains.’ ’’ 4 ¢ : 
The minute contract commenced in Scotland, where it has been in 
operation for sometime, and has been considered by the men favour- 
able to themselves. Mr. HUNTSMAN did not adopt it at his collieries 
until the conduct of the men, during 36 weeks’ employment, found 
for them in order that they might not be out of work when the col- 
liery was inundated by the works of the Midland Railway Company, 
was such” that when another inundation was threatened he could 
not consent to again employ them onother terms. Mr. HUNTSMAN, 
however, guarded the contract by giving instructions that no man 
should be dismissed under it without his (Mr, HUNTSMAN’S) know- 
ledge, unless he had received a previous fortnight’s warning ; and 
excepting in the case of a collier who absented himself, Mr, HUNTS- 
MAN’S instructions in this matter have been carried out. The ques- 
tion of eight hours may be disposed of by the statement that if any 
of the men have worked more than eight hours it has been at their 
own choice. The struggle isnot one which Mr. HUNTSMAN’S work- 
men have themselves originated. Mr. HUNTSMAN says :— 

**I have long been aware of the movement going on in the South Yorkshire 
Miners’ Association, and of the pressure upon its council to organise disunion 
between my workmen and myself at the Tinsley and Sheffield collieries. I 
have repeatedly warned my men against this movement. Now that the strike, 
which I foretold eight months ago, has taken place, it is too late for the asso- 
ciation to ask me to receive the men again on the same terms. It is the council 
who have created the dissention—who have driven away the trade of my col- 
lieries to another district. It is they who have obliged me to close three of 
the pits ; two of them which were kept open in this bad time of trade solely for 
the benefit of my men. It is now for them to suggest what is to be done with 
those men who are thrown out of employment. Mr. NORMANSELL has already 
told them that they cannot be received in the South Yorkshire district, where 
probably the trade is gone. The only suggestion which appears to have been 
made to you is that I should dismiss those men who have remained faithful 
at their work, that their places may be occupied by others belonging to the 
Union. To this I shall never assent; those men have fulfilled their engagements 
to me, and I shall do all that is in my power to protect them in the course they 
have adopted. Should others wish to join them you have my authority to give 
employment to acertain number; butin future you must engage such men only 
as will agree to act independently of the South Yorkshire Union.” 

The importance which the Union attaches to the struggle is shown 
by the fact that they are throwing their whole strength into it, and 
spending from their funds weekly 8s, per head per man, and 1s, for 
a child. They profess to denounce the intimidation which has been 
brought to bear against men who remain at the pit, and which has 
resulted in several having been sentenced to terms of imprisonment, 
but they have gone to great cost in defending the men, and they will 


they have appealed against the decision of the magistrates, and the 
two leading officers of the Union have become bail. , 
Mr. HUNTSMAN, we are sure, has the sympathy of his confreres; 
and if it should be necessary he ought not to want practical help in 
the struggle in which he is engaged. Of the issue, however, we have 
no doubt. The result, whilst it will be a defeat of violent Unionism, 
will, nevertheless, be beneficial to the men, alike in their individual 
independence and in their relationship with their employers, 








IRONWORKERS AND THEIR MASTERS, 


We observe with much satisfaction that steps are being taken in 
the North of England to act upon the suggestion which was made in 
these columns a few weeks ago, to the effect that advantage should 
be taken of the present juncture to establish the means of settling 
differences between masters and men, without resort being had to 
those coercive measures by which only, in the present state of things, 
a mutual agreement can now and then be brought about, The iron- 
masters of the North have intimated to their men that they will be 
prepared to meet accredited representatives of their order next Mon- 
day, at Darlington, to discuss a method by which henceforth adjust- 
ments may be easily come to. Our satisfaction was the greater be- 
cause the men themselves are equally ready with the masters to es- 
tablish an arbitration board. The plan they seem at present to fa- 
vour is that with which the name of Mr. MUNDELLA is associated. 
The principle of Mr. MUNDELLA’S system, as practised in the work- 
ing of the Nottingham Hosiery Board, is an agreement to acknow- 
ledge frankly the right of combination. It proposes that the Trades 
Unions shall each depute one or two delegates to a Board of Arbitra- 
tion and Conciliation, and that the employer shall depute an equal 
number, the delegates to be elected by universal suffrage on both

pan aon asserts that, whilst this combination is recognised, 
no injustice is done to non-Unionists. Atthe board meetings, depu- 
tations are regularly received from any individuals or bodies who 
have any representations to make, and the board never enquires whe- 
ther they are Unionists or non- Unionists, _ They never consider the 
necessity of acknowledging the non-Unionists, for they find practi- 
cally that they are acknowledged; and Mr, MUNDELLA states that 
in case of any infraction of the regulations of the board the non- 
Unionists are the firsttocomplain. But the system not only acknow- 
ledges frankly the right of combination, it is almost based upon the 
existence of a Union on the part of the men, for Mr. MUNDELLA says 
“Jt is the Union which binds the men to the decisions of the board.” 

This difficulty of compelling men to observe the award of an ar- 
pitration has hitherto been regarded as a great hindrance in the way 
of any such means of settlement of disputes in the iron trade, not 
because there has been no Union, by which alone, according to Mr. 
MuNDELLA, awards may be enforced, but because the men have not 
hitherto acted ina manner which inspires confidence in their masters 
that they would strictly abide by the conditions, If the masters have 
somewhat more confidence in their men now than before, it is be- 
cause they have reason to believe that their men are growing wiser 
and better, and have a more correct estimate than heretofore of what 

’ ‘s their true interest. They are not treating with their men through 

* ‘he Unions, but through the separate works. Two from each esta- 
1". hment they ask to be delegated to the inaugural discussion. It 
iv ’atisfactory that there isa precedent in the lace trade for separate 
works deputing representatives without regard in any way to thein- 
terference of Unionists, The lace-makers have no trade society, 
properly so called. They elected their delegates to the recently esta- 
plished Nottingham board by every factory sending one or two to the 
meeting at which the members of the board were elected. Our faith 
in the feasibility of a means of amicable settlement in iron trade 
disputes is due, as some time ago we intimated, more to that which 
inspires confidence on the part of the masters, The men, it is be- 
lieved, will not henceforth look to Unionism for that which they can 
moreeasily get without it. The masters do not require the interposition 
of delegates to force them to give “a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s 
work ;” and the wisdom of the men will be displayed in assisting 
their masters to attain that position which shall enable them to give 
“the wage” which they, equally with the men, desire. Some ar- 
rangement must be come to by which masters shall have confidence 
that if they should accept a contract at a certain figure—low it may 
be, or not at all—their men will not, so soon as they find that some 
yood specifications are forthcoming, embarrass their masters by de- 
manding arise of wages. The conditions appertaining to the “ Board 
of Arbitration and Conciliation for the Trades of Derby,” that “ be- 
fore any alteration in the rate of wages can be considered by the 
board, not less than one month’s notice shall be given in writing to 
the secretary,” cannot apply to arrangements between ironworkers 
and their masters. Nor can masters consent to terms which, when 
this matter was being discussed in Staffordshire, the men desired to 
impose ; the masters must accept orders or reject them, independently 
of any views which their men may have upon the negociations, 

The first step is about to be taken, and we have no doubt that if 
both sides bring to bear upon the question that honesty of purpose 
which we hope and believe they are ready to display all difficulties 
will by-and-bye be overcome, The other system, known as the Wol- 
verhampton, or Mr. KETTLE’s scheme, which is preferred in some 
towns to that of Mr. MUNDELLA, may supply hints in respect of the 
enforcement of awards. 
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THE CROWN PRESERVED COAL COMPANY, 


This company has now been in existence for nearly nine years, 
The fuel manufactured is peculiar, ag its name very appropriately 
indicates, The term “ Patent Fuel” had for several yearsa bad name, 
and no doubt it was bad, being friable, perishable, and offensive in 
odour, being mixed with gas tar, or sometimes so compounded that 
in hot climates the entire number of blocks of the fuel in a ship’s 
hold would adhere in one large mass, Mrs, Chisholm, in accom- 
panying a number of female emigrants sent by Government to Aus- 
tralia, was much annoyed by the patent fuel on board, on account of 
the faults last named, and her letters home no doubt assisted to affix 
the disrepute which patent fuel had earned for itself.

“A remarkable fact in connection with artificial fuel may be here mentioned, 
which is, that it does not deteriorate to any appreciable extent, even when stored 
in India. The locomotive superintendent of the Madras Railway Company, in 
a letter dated Dec. 2, states that it does not appear to deteriorate, as coal does, 
by exposure to the weather, and it generates steam as well now as when first re- 
ceived (August). The engines burning this Crown Preserved Coal burn lessthan 
those using coke and coal, or coke only. It is superior either to ordinary coal 
or coke for use in locomotive engines, and he thinks it will be found to be more eco- 
nomical and less liable to deterioration than any other fuel they have imported.”’

STANNARIES LAW AMENDMENT, 


The labours of the County Committee for promoting the amend- 
ment of the Stannaries Law may now be considered as completed, 
the draft Bill prepared for presentation having been thoroughly con- 
sidered and further amended at the meeting at Redruth, on Monday, 
The Bill in its amended form appears to embody all that the Com- 
mittee desires, so that it may now be regarded as ready for placing 
in the draughtsman’s hands to get it into presentable form. The al- 
terations which have been introduced are not very numerous, yet 
many of them are of a somewhat important character, more espe- 
cially those referring to the procedure and process of the Court of the 
Vice- Warden, which have been introduced with the view of embody- 
ing the opinions of the Vice-Warden himself, In the fifth clause 
the power to act of the majority of shareholders at a general meet- 
ing has been limited by the insertion of a proviso that no business 
shall be transacted at such meeting that could not have been trans- 
acted at an ordinary meeting at the time of passing the Act. 

Another important addition is the clause providing that pursers 
shall make up accounts at least oncein every four months, and that 
all assets, credits, and liabilities shall be stated. Lists of the names 
and addresses of shareholders are to be prepared at the same time. In 
the 23d clause, which provides for the disposal of relinquished shares, 
an addition has been made, providing that if the share be not dis- 
posed of by the company within six months from the date of relin- 
quishment it shall cease to exist, in accordance with the custom of the 
Stannaries. With these exceptions the provisions relating to the general 
affairs of the company, such as those with reference to proceedings 
at meetings, accounts, calls, transfer of shares, forfeiture of shares, 
relinquishment of shares, enforcement of claims, sale of mine, wind- 
ing-up, and so on, remain without material alteration from those 
with which the readers of the Journal are already familiar from the 
abstract published. 

_The series of clauses suggested by the Vice-Warden embrace pro- 
visions as to the affidavitsto be usedin Court; for rendering demand 
unnecessary before enforcing order to pay, produce, or deliver ; for 
enforcing process through the Registrar of a County Court ; for exe- 
cution of process of attachment within the districtof the Stannaries 
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of Cornwall and Devon ; for service of process beyond the Stan- 
naries ; for compelling deposit on appeals to the Lord Warden ; for 
defining the duties of Registrar in liquidation of a company ; for at- 
tachment of debt due to contributory on winding-up; for prevent- 
ing fraudulent transfer of shares; for issuing injunction orders by 
the Registrar in certain cases ; for the hearing of petition for winding- 
up ; for adjournment of sittings, and appointment of deputy Vice- 
Warden ; for granting vacations in the Vice-Warden’s Court; and for 
giving power to make general rules and orders. The whole of these 
provisions appear to have been framed with much care, and to be 
well calculated to meet the requirements of the case—their embodi- 
ment in the Act much enhances its practical value. 

As the draft Bill, for a copy of which in its revised form we are in- 
debted to Mr. CORNISH, is given in extenso in the Supplement to this 
day’s Journal, it is unnecessary to enter more minutely into the de- 
tails of the measure ; it is beyond question, however, that the Bill, 
if passed, will introduce several material modifications in the law 
by which cost-book mines are governed, and that the continuance of 
the working of mines will be more certainly secured, 








A MINING SCHOOL FOR WALES, 


An important consultation was held on Thursday last, at the Royal 
School of Mines, Jermyn-street, between Profs, HUXLEY and RAMSAY, 
the Rev. Dr. NICHOLAS, and Mr, SAMUEL JENKINS, on the desirability 
of establishing a Mining School for Wales. All were perfectly agreed 
that it would be an immense boon to disseminate scientific knowledge 
in the Principality, more especially the knowledge of geology, mine- 
ralogy, chemistry, the laws of ventilation, &c. Now this very desir- 
able object is set on foot, we trust the large mineral owners of Wales 
will come forward liberally to support it, and also subscribe liberally 
towards it, Inthe long runit would be of great advantage to masters 
as well as men. It was also hinted that it would be very advisable 
for middle class schools in Wales to teach scientific subjects in con- 
nection with the South Kensington Museum, as every master who can 
come up to a certain standard obtains a certificate in science, and is 
paid according to the result of the examination of his pupils. 

We understand the subject of a Mining School for Wales will be 
brought, at no distant date, under the notice of Government, to so- 
licit their aid. We hope the aim of the promoters will not be frus- 
trated by any lack of energy on the part of the peopleof Wales, That 
it will bear great results, if properly carried out, is obvious, That 
Wales is a very rich mineral country cannot be denied ; its unworked 
seams of coal are enormous, and slate seems to be in endless quan- 
tity. With the help of a Mining School its vast mineral resources 
might be turned to greater account than they have ever yet been. 








ACCIDENTSIN CoAL MINES,—In the House of Commons, on Thurs- 
day, Mr. Greene asked the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment whether it was the intention of Her Majestyzs Government to 
introduce any measure this session for the further prevention of ac- 
cidents in coal mines?—Mr, Knatchbull-Hugessen replied that a mea- 
sure on the subject was being prepared, and would shortly be laid 
before the House. 

METALLIFEROUS MINES.—Mr. Kinnaird asked whether it was the 
intention of the Government to bring in a Bill for the better regula- 
tion of metalliferous mines, in accordance with the recommendations 
of the Mines Commission?—Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen replied that 
the subject had received the full consideration of the Government, 
and though he could not say a Bill was in actual preparation, he 
hoped that legislation on the subject would not be long postponed. 





COLLIERY INSURANCE.—The question of life assurance for work- 
ing miners has been put into tangible shape by Mr. Stephen Sleigh, 
of Austinfriars, whose letter upon the subject will be found in another 
column of this day’s journal. He appears to have carefully sum- 
marised the whole of the statistics bearing upon the subject, and he 
finds that, taking the average, 851 accidents annually occur in col- 
lieries, and that the actual loss sustained thereby is 63,050. Then 
estimating the aggregate value of all the collieries in the United 
Kingdom at 70,000,000/., and assuming one-fourth of the collieries 
to be assured, and all the accidents to occur in the assured pits, he 
finds that a premium of 10s, per 1002. insured would cover all claims, 
and leave 24,5002. to meet interest on capital and incidental charges. 
This amount would certainly be sufficient to satisfy the capitalist, 
and as the payment of the proposed premium would only create an 
additional charge of about $d. per ton upon the coal raised, there 
can be no doubt that the project would meet with the approval of 
both colliery proprietors and consumers, 





PETROLEUM AS FUEL.—M. H, SAINTE-CLAIRE DEVILLE has con- 
tinued, at the Academy of Sciences, the description of his researches 
on Petroleum, undertaken at the Emperor's expense. His experi- 
ments show that the heavier and more viscous mineral oils are the 
fitter they are for fuel. Their use in brick furnaces, he observes, is 
a problem already solved, the method consisting in letting out the oil 
from a reservoir through a stop-cock on a brick floor, placed behind 
a clay screen pierced with holes for the admission of the air intended 
for combustion. For this clay screen M. SAINTE-CLAIRE DEVILLE 
substitutes a thick cast-ironone. An apparatus of the kind described 
was placed on board the imperial yacht, Puebla, and was found to 
answer the purpose perfectly, being employed on a boiler producing 
steam enough for a 60-horse power engine. About May, 1868, M, 
SAINTE-CLAIRE DEVILLE obtained permission to try his furnace on 
an engine on the Strasbourg Railway, where it was important to re- 
duce as much as possible the bulk of the apparatus, and to suppress 
brickwork, since the constant shaking of the engine would be apt to 
get it out of order. Another difficulty was the quantity of oil, enor- 
mous in regard to the small surface at disposal, to be consumed in 
order to produce steam to the amount of 300-horse power. These 
difficulties were overcome by substituting cast-iron for brick, and by 
artificially increasing the surface of evaporation, without enlarging 
the dimensions of the fire-place. Hence the apparatus intended for 
a locomotive simply consists in a fire-place so arranged as to present 
the largest possible surface to the action of heat. The sole of the 
furnace may be of copper, attached to the boiler and inwardly kept 
moist with water. The grating is provided with a series of holes, 
through which the oil flows, This fuel gives no smoke, and does not 
let fly any sparks ; the consumption of oil, at the rate of 60 kilometres 
per hour, was at the rate of 4:70 kilogrammes per kilometre. 





THE IRON TRADE TO CANADA.—There seems likely to be a consi- 
derable demand for railway and other iron this year in Canada ; at 
any rate, an increased demand ascompared with former years. The 
Intercolonial Railway, which, with the help of two or three existing 
links which will be utilised, will place the eastern terminus of the 
Grand Trunk Railway of Canada at Riviere du Loup in communica- 
tion with Halifax, Nova Scotia, has been commenced this month ; 
and its construction, which will extend over three years, and involve 
an outlay of 4,000,000/., must lead to the absorption of a consider- 
able quantity of materiel. The most important work on this line ap- 
pears to be a viaduct which will carry the rails over the River Resti- 
gouche : this structure will be 1050 ft. in length, and about 70 feet 
high. The improving credit of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada 
will also, probably, render that concern a better customer for rails, 
more especially as large portionsof the line are said to require renewal. 





TIN CALCINING FURNACE.—An improved apparatus for calcining 
tin ores, the invention of Messrs, Ry OXLAND and J. HOCKING, jun., 
has been successfully treated at Wheal Basset. The new calciner 
consists of an iron tube 30 ft. long, 3 ft. internal diameter, lined with 
fire-brick, and supported in a slightly inclined position on friction 
rollers. By a cogged wheel which surrounds it the tube is kept in a 
steady, slow revolving motion, imparted by a small water-wheel. 
The tube is heated in the interior by fire conveyed with it at the lower 
end from a furnace at the side. The ore, after being dried, is slowly 
run into the back end, and is gradually moved forward by its own 
gravitation down the incline by the rotation of the tube, until it is 
discharged, red-hot, and free from arsenic and sulphur, from the 
lower end into a closed chamber adjacent to the fire-place. The 
chief object of the invention was to dispense with manual labour for 





stirring the ore while exposed to heat, and the utilisation of the heat 


eyolved in the combustion of the sulphur and arsenic contained in 
the ore. These objects have not only been fully accomplished, with 
the consequent attainment of great economy of labour and fuel, but 
the prime cost of erection of the furnace has proved to be much less 
than the ordinary calciner employed, and the calcined ore passed 
much more rapidly through the furnace has been found to be in supe- 
rior condition for the subsequent dressing operations required. 





IMPROVEMENTS IN EXTRACTING COPPER FROM ITS ORES.—Mr, 
Arthur Hornby Lewis, of the firm of James Lewis and Son, merchants, 
Liverpool, acting for Professor Thomas Sterry Hunt, of the Canadian 
Geological Survey, Montreal, and Mr. James Douglas, jun., of Quebeo, 
has been allowed provisional protection for their invention of “im- 
provements in extracting copper from its ores,” 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Fes, 24.—A fortnight ago we hinted that there was every prospect 
of a few additional furnaces being put into blast shortly, and this 
is to be the case at Langloan, Summerlie, and Gartsherrie imme- 
diately, one having been lighted a week ago at Govan. The proxi- 
mate cause of this step is said by some to lie in the supposition that 
Middlesborough pigs will be kept out of competition with Scotch, as 
makers there have more orders on hand than they can execute. These 
“orders on hand” are well known to include many from Scotland, 
which will fall to be delivered, in certain proportions, during the 
year, and are now being delivered, although the decrease in the de- 
liveries on the year to date reach close on 5000 tons. During the 
week which closed yesterday the shipments from the Scotch ports 
were 10,370 tons, against only 8935 tons same week last year, which 
makes the increase on the year till dateamount to 9000 tons. With 
speculative holders, alternately buying up and selling out, it is diffi- 
cult to prognosticate the course of the market. So long as they pur- 
chase and hoard their warrants prices will advance, when their tac- 
tics are reversed prices decline, The market was again depressed to- 
day, and 54s.

Coltness, 61s,; Glengarnock, 56s, 6d.—all No, 1, less usual discount. The 
excessive duty on pig-iron ($9) imported into the United States, added 
to freight andinsurance, raises the pricein New York tothe nearly pro- 
hibitive total of 100s,a ton. This high duty was laid on to provide the 
sinews of war during the “rebellion,” but it has unfortunately been 
continued long afterthe “spears have been turned into pruning hooks,” 
to the injury of the great Republic, and the benefit of a few native 
makers, who are realising fortunes at the expense of the nation, and 
are driving the trade to this country. In proof of this, we may men- 
tion that a sewing-machine company have opened a manufacturing 
establishment here, because they can obtain their castings here at 
nearly as cheap a rate as they could obtain pig-iron in New York ! 
This is a fact the great Republic should ponder and inwardly digest. 
Manufactured iron keeps its price, with a plentiful supply of orders, 
a good number of which are for shipment. There is a desire on the 
part of makers to aim at an advance, but quotations have not been 
raised, 61, 12s. 6d. being the lowest, and 7/. the highest, price per ton 
for bars. Makers of plates and angle-iron have good orders on hand 
and there are all around us indications of busy industry. Pipe and 
ironfounders are fully employed ; and copper and brass workers, who 
had been comparatively inactive for a number of months, are parti- 
cipating in the increasing business. The tin-plate works at Coat- 
bridge are being again extended, to meet the increasing demands for 
their plates; and the tube works are working double shifts, 

Coals keep going into consumption at the nominal prices quoted - 
last week, but some gleam of hope is irradiating the trade, as the 
period for the spring shipments to the Baltic and North American 
ports draws near. During the week the foreign and coastwise ship- 
ments amounted to 17,210 tons, against 16,290 tons in the same week 
last year. The quotations for all kinds of coals have not been so 
low for a series of years, At Motherwell, Baillieston, in the Lothians, 
&c., miners’ wages have had to be reduced, working time restricted, 
and other expedients adopted to meet the heavy depression the trade 
has had to undergo. Still the miners meet, and pass resolutions to 
subscribe funds tocarry agitation—like the fiery cross of old—through 
the land, It would be advantageous if they would rest in peace. 

Shipbuilding progresses on the Clyde, and, perhaps, the most sin- 
gular thing that hasoccurred in connection with it is that Steele and 
Co., of Greenock, have contracted with large shipbuilders on the 
Thames—Money Wigram and Co.—for the construction of a com- 
posite ship of 1100 tons. These large shipowners and shipbuildera, 
who during the Crimean war launched a ship a month for the Go- 
vernment, now find it more profitable to keep their works close, and 
send their orders to the Clyde, than continue to build for themselves, 
This is a most extraordinary fact, and points out unmistakeably the 
Clyde as the great shipbuilding yard of the maritime world, 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 


Fes, 25,—The Iron Trade again shows a little more vitality, and 
confidence, which had been shaken a little, has been restored. The 
main reason for this is the continued prosperity of the iron shipbuild- 
ing trade on the one hand, and the demand for rails on the other, A 
large quantity of rails are required both at home and abroad, and the 
Cleveland district will secure a good share of the orders. Thedemand 
for angle-iron and bar-iron is also tolerably good, and foundries are 
well employed. Pig-iron makers are not at all anxious to sell, as their 
stocks are very low, and quotations continue as before—No. 1, 49s. ; 
No. 2, 48s.; No. 3, 45s. 6d.; No. 4 foundry, 44s. 6d.; No. 4 forge, 
44s, 6d.; mottled, 44s,; white, 43s. 6d.; and refined iron, 63s,—net 
cash at furnaces, or ls. per ton extra for four months’ bill. Warrants, 
sellers 47s., buyers 46s. 6d, It appears to be intended to build new 
furnaces near Middlesborough. It might be asked, not unreasonably, 
if it would not be prudent to allow the furnaces already erected to be 
fairly in blast before commencing the erection of new ones? If the 
price of iron advances much further, there is no doubt that the men 
will be agitating for an advance also; at present they are tolerably 
quiet, and not without reason, as any attempt to raise wages at pre- 
sent would be injurious to all parties, The Steam Coal Trade in 
Northumberland continues very slack, and far, indeed, from being 
satisfactory. Strong hopes are entertaived that some attention will 
shortly be paid to the consumption of this coal in the British Navy, 
and that much good will result therefrom. No doubt the dulness of 
the coal trade, which appears to be general, is due to the depression 
experienced in trade generally, and also to the remarkable mildness 
of the season ; but as the iron trade still shows healthy symptoms, it 
is hoped that the coal trade will shortly improve also. 

Rapid progress is now being made with the reduction of the water 
at the Wallsend Colliery. The depth now attained is close upon 
90 fathoms, so that the second lift of pumps is doing good work, and 
will soon reach the limit assigned to it. The third and last lift will 
then be fixed, which, should good fortune still attend the operations, 
will remove the water to the level of the famed High Main seam, 
which is 135 fathoms from surface. 

There is no doubt whatever that the slow progress of the Miners’ 
Permanent Relief Fund is due to two causes—First, apathy; and, 
secondly, ignorance on the part of the men. It may be difficult to 
remove the former cause, but the second can, without doubt, be partly 
removed by increased publicity, and a regular system of canvassing 
on the part of the officials and others interested in the cause, Even 
in these days, when cheap papers are circulated to such a great ex- 
tent, and carried into the most remote places, much ignorance exists 
on this and other important subjects, and a system of canvassing 
from house to house has been tried with the best results, as numbers 
of men have joined the society in consequence. 

An explosion took place at the South Hetton Colliery a few days 
ago, by which two men were killed. It appears that safety-lamps were used by 
the men, but shots were fired ; and one of the men having charge of the shot 
firing had, it appears, fired a shot in a place where some gas had coll ,» and 
the explosion ensued in consequence. The occurrence certainly does notsay much 
for the judgment or care of the man in charge, as he ought to have discovered 
the gas. An inquest was held by Mr. Maynard, and a verdict was returned of 
* Accidental Death.’’ 4 

At the Spring Assizes, on Monday, Joshua Rutter, pitman, was in- 
dicted for the manslaughter of Robert Gair, at Mickley Colliery. It was the

saw a light preceding them. Holes are made at intervals for a refuge to all pe 
destrians likely to be met by a train. The prisoner (Rutter) was riding with 
the driver at the time they saw the moving light ahead, and being, apparently. 
in a hurry to get out, he undertook the duty of driver himself, and speedily had 
the horse going at a brisk trot. The light then began to go quicker, but pre- 
sently there was a cry, and the tubs were stopped by some impediment. It ap- 
ared on enquiry that Gair had been carrying the light, but as he could not go 
‘ast enough to get out of the way he got frightened, and then turned round to 
oling to the neck of theadvancing horse; not succeeding in getting a good grip, 
he was thrown down, trampled on, had his thigh seriously fractured, and died 
within a week.—Robert Charlton, also a miner in the colliery, admitted that 
it was not unusual for the horses to be put toa slow trot in coming out. The 
bearer of the naked light could not beseen at all by the men inthetubs, It was 
not suspected to be the poor boy from the trap, as he had no business to leave 
his post ; but still having done so he might have taken refuge inaside-hole, not 
more than 50 yards from the spot where the accident occurred,—Mr. Justice 
Brett said it was clear that the boy himself had been neglecting his duty, and 
that anyone in the tubs would expect the bearer of the light to take shelter in 
the refuges.—Mr, Foster said the only point was whether they were Justified in 
driving when they could distingnish the light in front of them.—His Lordship, 
in addressing the jury, said they would have to be convinced that the prisoner 
had been guilty of such culpable negligence as to cause another’s death, and 
that could hardly be done by proving that he had put the horse into a trot. 
The boy, Gair, being where he ought not to be, was bound to take some care, 
and he did not appear to have done this when he passed the refuge. The 
prisoner had sprung from the wagons to attend the injured person, had accom- 
panied him home, and had expressed great sorrow for the mishap ; therefore, all 
things considered, it would be unsafe to say he had been guilty of negligence, 
and they had better discharge him, Prisoner was accordingly acquitted. 
NorTH OF ENGLAND IRON MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION,—At

Mr. Williams had 
also received a communication still further pressing for an advance, and suggest- 
ing the establishment of a “‘ Board of Arbitration, constituted and arranged on 
Mr. Mundella’s scheme.’’ The following resolution was passed for communica- 
tion to the workmen :—Applications having been received from the mill and 
forgemen of several works in the North of England, for an advance of wages, 
and for the establishment of ‘ A Board of Arbitration, constituted and arranged 
on Mr. Mundella’s scheme,’ the masters now present are quite willing thata 
meeting be held of representatives from each works, and of their employers, for 
the friendly discussion and consideration of these questions.’’ It is, therefore, 
suggested that each master communicate this resolution to the men at his works, 
and ask them to appoint two of their uumber to meet the masters in the Lecture 
Room, Central Hall, Darlington, on Monday.—Newcastle Daily Chronicle. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Fes, 25,—The reports which have just come to hand from the 
leading iron-making establishments continue of the same cheering 
character as for several weeks past, every department being in ave- 
rage work, the principal orders in the finishing departments being for 
rails, for which several heavy contracts are now in hand, but all 
worth having are rendered next to unprofitable by the severity of the 
terms of specification—notably the test clauses. In many instances 
tests are exacted which can serve no manner of use, but which ne- 
cessitate a great deal of extra outlay on the part of the manufac- 
turers. Vessels are now wanted to convey rails to Russia, and two 
or three have already been chartered for that country. Transac- 
tions with the Muscovite empire this season will, in all probability, 
be far more satisfactory that they were last year, several contracts 
having lately been entered into, and theexports will, no doubt, show 
a considerable increase, the rough rail manufactured in this district 
being well adapted to meet the requirements of the traffic of that 
country. A large order for rails for the Oude and Rohileund Rail- 
way is now being executed at the Plymouth Works, which it is ex- 
dected will shortly be followed by several others from that part of 
the British empire, During the week some large vessels have arrived 
at the local ports to load rails for the United States, from whence ad- 
vices continue of a cheering and satisfactory character. For some 
time past American buyers have largely patronised the makers of 
Monmouthshire and South Wales, and, judging from the number of 
orders now in hand, there is a fair prospect of their continuing to do 
so for some time to come, Clearances are now being made to Peru, 
and as the railway system is being steadily extended in that quarter, 
fresh orders for rails have been received, which, together with those 
already secured, will cause considerable quantities to be sent to the 
South-West Coast of America during the approaching season. The 
home trade is recovering from the depression more slowly than for- 
merly expected, and as comparcd with last week, it cannot be said 
that any further advance, either as regards prices or demand, has 
taken place. There is an increased demand for tin bars, at prices 
having an upward tendency. Prices for merchant iron keep down 
remarkably low, and makers fight shy of buyers as much as possible, 
with a view of obtaining an advance. Pig-iron commands an ave- 
rage sale, and there is a prospect of this branch of the trade improv- 
ing. The demand for tin-p'ates is sufficient to keep the mills regu- 
larly going, and as stocks in makers’ hands are at a low ebb, the 
prices fixed at the last Quarterly Meeting are firmly adhered to. 

The continuation of light winds for several days past gives hopes 
of a speedy improvement in the Steam Coal Trade, which for several 
weeks has been in a very unsatisfactory position ; but, as there are 
numerous orders on the books of merchants and shippers, a continua- 
tion of fair winds will shortly place the trade in something like its 
former state ef activity and vigour. There is a slight increase in 
the demand from the mail packet stations, but the quantity sent to 
French houses has somewhat fallen off, owing to the large stocks in 
that country. There is but little doing with the Brazils, the termi- 
nation of the war in Paraguay having extinguished the speculative 
feeling which sprung up. With the other foreign markets an aver- 
age amount of business is being done, Colliery proprietors are begin- 
ning to see the position they are placed in by the ironmasters of the 
district, who for some time past have devoted particular attention 
to the raising of coal ; and,as they pay considera bly less wages than 
colliery proprietors, they are in a position to secure contracts at a 
figure which would entail a serious loss to the ordinary coal proprie- 
tors. This state of things will not, in all probability, be of long du- 
ration, as the wages scale is about to undergo consideration, and will 
probably be so revised as to place proprietors and ironmasters on an 
equal footing. The mildness of the weather prevents a large con- 
sumption of house coal, and at all the collieries in the district the 
workmen are but indifferently employed. 

At the Plymouth Iron Works two blast-furnaces are undergoing 
repair, and in a few days one of them will be blown in. 

Messrs. Nixon and Company are making preparations for sinking 
at Ynisowen, a amall village below Troedyrhiew, near Merthyr, and operations 
are likely to be carried on on an extensive scale, 

Sections 3 and 23 of the Temporary Modifications of the Extension 
of Factories Acts to tron works, which preclude the employment of hands under 
the age of 18 (excepting those who work night and day alternate weeks), and all 
women, after two o'clock on Saturdays, at forges and mills, have now been in 
operation since the conmencement of the new year. The new regulations ap- 
pear to do no one any good, and put the forge and mill managers to their wits’ 
ends. Just when everything is going full swing, finishing up the week's work, 
which mostly closes early on Saturday,a large number of smart young hands have 
to drop their work—cui bono? 

The half-yearly meetings of the local railways have this week been 
held, the dividend of the Taff Vale Railway being at the rate of 9 per cent, per 
annum, 2 per cent. per annum for the Rbymney, and the usual dividends on the 
preference shares in the Swansea Vale. 

The enquiry into the cause of the death of the three men who were 
killed in the Cwmaman Colliery, by an explosion of fire-damp, was brought to 
a close at the Swan Hotel, Aberaman, by Mr. Overton, the coroner, on Wednes- 
day. On the day named Griffiths and Williams fired a shot in the pit, which 
belongs to the Powell's Duffryn Company, and immediately after an explosion 
of gas took place, killing the three men, and burning several others. Gas was 
known to be in the pit, and the colliers were strictly prohibited firing shots, but. 
contrary to the rules, they fired the shot, and their lives paid the penalty of 
their recklessness. Mr. T. K. Wales, Inspector of Mines for the district, said he 
bad examined the Fforchaman Colliery, and found the total quantity of air 
passing through the workings about 50,000 cubic feet per minute; there were 
several splits, and 9000 feet passed where the explosion took place. The colliery 
was well ventilated, and he had no doubt the cause of the explosion was the 
reckless conduct of the deceased men in firing a shot, with gas known to beonly 
19 yards from them. He censured the conduct of ths men, who knew what was 
going on and had not reported the circu metance, as that might have prevented 
the accident. The jury returned a verdict that * The deceased died from an 
explosion of fire-damp, caused by a shot being unlawfully fired by one of them.”’

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


FEB, 25.—Throughout Derbyshire, as well as in the adjoining 
county, the Iron and Coal Trades remain in the same state as pre- 
viously noticed. Only a moderate business is being done in pipes 
and ordinary castings, and there is little or no improvement in the 
demand for rails, plates, and merchant iron generally. In coal 
quietness still prevails, the tonnage going to London being of a very 
moderate character for the season, the comparatively mild weather, 
and the depression in some of the trades, all tending to lessen sales, 
At Clay Cross, Staveley, and at the collieries in the Erewash Valley 
route short time is the rule. To Birmingham, the Midland Coun- 
ties, and the West of England trade has not at all improved. Not- 
withstanding such a state of things, and which has now lasted for 
several months, new collieries are being opened out in nearly all 
parts of the county, and several which were abandoned some years 
ago have been re-opened, and in some instances are now raising coal. 
At the Lockoford Colliery, which was opened out by the late George 
Stephenson, when he lived close by at Tapton Hall, a oonsiderable 
quantity of coal is now being raised, and a large number of men 
employed. One of the two pits taken to by Mr. George Senior, after 
remaining full of water for many years, has been cleared, and a 
little coal is now being raised. At the Hasland Pit operations have 
been stayed for a few days, owing to the breaking of one of the 
shear legs. It is expected that now the pumps have been consider- 
ably lengthened the water, of which there is about 18 feet in the 
pit, will soon be got out. At Unstone, through which the new line 
from Sheffield to Chesterfield runs, another new colliery is about 
to be opened out, in addition to several others in the same locality, 
which the railway has been the means of bringing into existence, 
The line itself, it is expected, will be open for traffic by the early 
part of August, when new collieries will be in a position to compete 
with some of those that have long enjoyed the advantage of rail- 
way facilities for the carriage of their mineral produce to all parts 
of the kingdom. A new station is also about to be commenced at 
Chesterfield to meet the large and increasing traffic from that station. 

There is a decided improvement in the leading branches of the 
Sheffield Steel and Iron Trades, and the rolling of heavy armour- 
plates is being carried out on a very extensive scale. In the neigh- 
bourhood of Rotherham also the iron works are kept tolerably well 
going, whilst at Elsecar there is a very brisk demand for nearly all 
qualities of iron. Rails in particular are in very active request, and 
so highly estimated are those produced by the Messrs. Dawes, that 
orders almost to any extent, it is said, could be obtained. As it is, 
there are orders on hand which will last over several months, whilst the out- 
put will be very largely increased when the new mill is laid down. Hoops and 
some qualities of plates are in moderate request, but there is scarcely so much 
doing in boiler and other plates. The South Yorkshire Coal Trade is still in 
a very depressed state, so that nearly all the collieries are working short time, 
some of them not more than two or three daysa week. The business doing to 
London by the Great Northern is still comparatively small fortheseason. This, 
as has been frequently stated in the weekly reports, is attributed to the carriage 
rate by the {ine named, which has been all but prohibitive, and which has al- 
lowed a much inferior quality of coal to take possession of the market, and 
realise a price at which the best descriptions of such a favourite coal as the 
Silkstones could otherwise have been supplied. It was understood that on 
Thursday last the directors of the Great Northern were to meet the Midland di- 
rectors, with a view to lowering the carriage rate, but what decision was come 
to on the subject has not as yet nm made known. The general belief, how- 
ever, is that the Great Northern in its own interest, and looking no further, 
will reduce its rate to London and the South so far as regards coal. Even 
with a reduction (say) to the extent of 10 per cent. the coalmasters would not 
be in a position to compete with those in Derbyshire, considering the prices 
paid, and the advantages that county has over any part of Yorkshire—hence 
the disposition shown to endeavour to get the men to submit to a reduction 
of their wages. But there is every appearance that they will not submit to any 
reduction whatever, Already they have anticipated any action in that re- 
spect on the part of the masters, the slight intimation given that such a step 
was probable having drawn out a strong expression of feeling from the men, 
who do not hesitate to state that any movement to reduce the present rate 
of wages would be followed by a total cessation of work, and the “ layin 
down”’ of the collieries of those who attempt it. At the Tinsley Park an 
Manor Collieries, belonging to Mr. Huntsman, the men are still out, and there 
appears no probability of thelr going in, the attempt to settle the matters in 
dispute having entirely failed. The Miners’ Association were of opinion in the 
early part of the week that an arrangement was likely to be come to, but after the 
interview with Mr. Huntsman all hope In that direction was abandoned. The 
cost of keeping the men on strike is about 2501. per week. 

William Taylor, a youth of 16, was committed by the Barnsley 
magistrates for seven days for using a damaged safety-lampin the Mount Osborne 
Colliery. The magistrates said they had determined to commit in every case 
of this description, where the lives of a large number of persons were in danger. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Fes, 25,—Thereis nochange to report in the state of the Iron Trade. 
Orders come in slowly, Short time is very general, and the tone of 
those engaged in the trade is less confident as to the future. There 
seems now no probability of an advance in prices next quarter-day ; 
in fact, makers have to yield to get orders, except a few first-class 
houses, The demand in the North of England for an increase of 
wages seems very untimely. No doubt there and in Wales the rail 
trade has improved, and there is a prospect of a continued good de- 
mand on that account, but this will not, of itself, suffice to raise 
prices and wages. With half-time common, a rise of wages seems 
out of the question. However, the workmen have lately shown a 
disposition to pause before they really decide on a struggle, and, 
though a strike on the Tees would, for a time, improve the trade in 
Staffordshire, it is impossible not to feel that it would be a serious 
calamity, and that it has no justification in the existing position of 
the trade. 

A nail-makers’ strike is going on in the neighbourhood of Hales 
Owen, and the poor people there are thus reduced from the verge of 
starvation, which seems to be their ordinary condition, to complete 
destruction. The trade is one of several in which the workmen, by 
bringing up their children to it until they are so poor they cannot 
escape from it, has fallen to a sad condition. A good deal is said 
about the state of the agricultural labourers, but these, as a body, 
are far better off, in every respect, than the nail-makers, The de- 
mand for railway purposes is the most hopeful feature in the trade 
of this district, and the works engaged in producing girders, bridges, 
and rolling-stock are moderately busy. 

Two South Staffordshire ironmasters have received public recog- 
nition of their high position during the present week, Mr. John 
Hartley, of the old and respected firm of G. B. Thorneycroft and Co., 
has been chosen a director of the London and North-Western Rail- 
way Company, a position of high honour in the commercial world. 
The late Mr. Philip Williams, for many years Chairman of the South 
Staffordshire and East Worcestershire Ironmasters’ Association, at- 
tained this position not long before his death. It is satisfactory to 
have one of our leading Staffordshire men at the board of this great 
company, as the interests of the district are closely bound up with 
its facilities of communication. Whether Mr. Hartley will be able 
to get any better terms for the conveyance of raw material and the 
finished manufactures of the district remains to be seen, His appoint- 
ment also affords gratification, because it may to some extent com- 
pensate for his failure to enter Parliameut as member for East Staf- 
fordshire, for which division he long had the prospect of being re- 
turned unopposed at the last election. Mr. Walter Williams, the 
honorary secretary, and this year the Chairman of the South Staf- 
fordshire Iron Trade, has been elected President for the year of the 
Mining Association of Great Britain. Mr. Williams is a member of 
the firm of Philip Williams and Sons, of the famed Gospel Oak Iron- 
Works, and is known from having written, in conjunction with an- 
other gentleman, a series of letters to the Times, on the State of the 
Iron and Coal Trades of Belgium,

on its oo that the brickwork round the shaft had only beey 
for a few days broken down, the magistrate reduced the penalty to 
the amount stated. Mr. John Pearson, owner of the Ketley Colliery, 
Kingswinford, was fined 5/. for not having a proper steam-guage, 
It was shown that it was the fault of the engineman, but Mr. Spooner 
said he must hold the owner responsible. He had been once threatened 
with having that view of the law questioned before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and regretted that he had not had the benefit of its 
judgment. 
Colliery, Sedgley, was fined 20/7. for allowing a boy under 15 years of 
age to work a gin, by which the load was raised and lowered in the 
shaft. Two boys were employed to work the gin, and one fell down 
the shaft and lost his life. The fine imposed was the minimum 
amount for this offence, but on the Inspector stating that the de- 
yendant was @ poor man with a large family, a fortnight was allowed 
him for the paying of the money. In another case the hearing was 
adjourned for the attendance of a witness who is hurt.

TRADE IN THE BLACK CouNTRY.—The predictions which were

taffordshire and Hast Worcestershire have only been in part fulfilled. Cer- 
tainly, Some improvement in the condition of trade may be reported in connec- 
tion with certain branches, but, speaking generally, there is not yet anything 
like average animation in the leading departments of industry throughout the 
district. The unsettled state of political affairs in America, the want of mone- 
tary confidence on the Continent, and the great depression of trade in the cot- 
ton districts, have combined to make our local manufacturers almost wholly 
dependent upon the Hast Indies and the Colonial markets. The only exception 
to this rule is the enterprise of one or two continental Governments in railway 
and engineering works, some contracts on account of which have found their 
way into the Black Country. The coal trade, in sympathy with the depressed 
demand for iron, is quieter. The thick coal miners west of Dudley are not very 
actively employed, except in the collieries which are egg meme | connected 
with blast-furnaces. The wonderful development of the Cannock Chase coal 
field has somewhat intercepted the demand for brooch coal in East Worcester’ 
shire, Prices are, on the whole, steadily maintained, considering the mildness 
of the season. The better class of ironstone sells freely at good prices, despite 
the large ‘‘ importations’’ from other districts. Theiron trade is by no means 
in a satisfactory condition, especially as regards the “ finished’’ department. 
Many of the pig makers, during the sanguine expectations of an advance which 
prevailed about Christmay, soid their make for the current quarter. Common 
forge are quoted 521. 6d. to 601.; mine, 652. to 721. 6d.; hydrates, 771. 6d. to 
871. 6d. ; common melters, 521. 6d. to 60s.; common hydrates, 65s.; and other 
qualities in sak my ay At Corbyn’s Hall, near Dudley, Messrs. 8S. Hingley 
and Co, are blowing in anadditionai furnace ; and at the Old Level two more are 
to be put in operation very ——: The paper recently read at the Soclety of 
Mechanical Engineers’ meeting, in Birmingham, by Mr. Cochrane, of Dudley 
on ‘‘ The Economic Smelting of Iron,” has given rise to a good deal of discus- 
sion in the district, and there is a growing opinion in favour of a greater capa- 
city of furnace, and the method of utilising waste gases at present employed 
in the Cleveland district. A writer on this subject, in a current number of the 
Mining Journal, estimates the waste of fuel under the present system of smelt- 
ing at not less than 1°5,000 tons per annumn, and it must be admitted that of 
this needless prodigality a considerable proportion must be charged to the ac- 
count of South Staffordshire. The demand for manufactured iron is reported 
quiet throughout the district. The latest quotations of leading descriptions of 
finished iron are :—Marked bars, 71.; best ditto, 82.: hoops, 8l. ; gas strip (for 
Wednesbury and Walsall consumption), 71. ; singles, 82. 10s. ; doubles, 102. ; bolts, 
7l.; angles, 7l.; wire, 91. 10s.; plates, 81.10s.; and lattens, 117. 10s. per ton. 
Commoner makes are10s. to1l. perton lower. Some descriptions of heavy hard- 
ware in the Black Country are in steadily improving demand, but prices are 
still complained of. A contract for railway spikes has just been accepted in 
the district at 61, 15s, per ton. The raw material will, it is stated, cost 61, 5s., 
and the bags 2s. 6d. per ton, so that 7s. 9d. per ton is all that remains for work- 
man’s labour and manufacturer's profit. A heavy contract for wrought-iron 
work for South America, comprising 20,000 tons, has been intercepted by Cleve- 
land district competitors ; but a supplementary contract for the same market 
for 2000 tons has fallen to the share of the Patent Shaft and Axle Company, at 
the Old Park Works, near Wednesbury. At the Cresent Works (Willenhall), 
Bridge and Rooffing Co. (Darlaston), King’s Hill Works (Wednesbury), and 
other important bridge and girder yards in the district, there are encouraging 
indications of returning activity.—Birmingham Daily Post. 








MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS,

Mr. EVENCE CopPEE, of Haine, St. Pierre, Belgium, coke manu- 
facturer, has specified an invention relating to apparatus for crushing 
and washing coal for the manufacture of coke or artificial fuel. This 
invention relates to an improved arrangement of apparatus for effect- 
ing automatically the operations of crushing and washing coal, in 
order to render it suitable for the manufacture of coke or artificial 
fuel. The apparatus consists of two crushing mills, interposed be- 
tween which are two washing vessels, connected at bottom with force- 
pumps, for forcing water up into and through the pulverised coal. 
Beyond the second mill is a transverse trough, or gutter, along which 
the crushed and washed coal is carried to chambers, where it is finally 
deposited. The apparatus may be driven by a steam-engine or other 
motive power, situate at any convenient place. 

Mr, ARCHIBALD Munro, of Arbroath, and WM. BENNET ADAM- 
SON, of Glasgow, have specified a joint patent relating to the manu- 
facture or casting of tools, This invention, which relates to the ap- 
plication of chilled cast-iron as the material of which tools are made, 
consists in melting the iron in a furnace, and pouring it into chills, 
made to the required form and size of tool desired to be produced, 
the effect being to instantly convert the iron into a very hard and 
dense material, capable of receiving, by grinding or otherwise, a 
sharp and keen edge, point, or points, or other operating extremities, 
or terminations, that may be requisite. To render tools thus made 
very hard, in place of allowing them to cool down in the chills, the 
castings may be taken from the chills whilst at a high temperature, 
and cooled in water, oil, or other liquid or fluid substance; or the 
castings may be tempered in the usual or other manner, but in many 
cases such treatment will be found unnecessary, especially in the case 
of such tools as are used for digging or cultivating the land, or other 
purposes for which a very fine cutting edge is not required. 

In the case of tools which are intended to be capable of receiving 
a sharp and keen edge, it will be found beneficial to temper them to 
different degress of hardness, according to the purposes for which 
they are to be used, by heating them in a bath of molten lead, or in 
any other suitable manner, and cooling them in mercury, oil, or water 
when brought to the requisite temperature.
